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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER. 



Health Depaetment, Disteict op Columbia, 

Wa»htngton, Juno 30, 1897, 
Gentlemen: I have tlie honor to subinit Iierewitli tlie following 
report as to tbe sauitiii-y coiiditiou of the District of Columbia during 
the year ending June aO, 1897, and relative to the operations of the 
health departirient during that period, being the twenty-sixth annual 
report of the department, and the eighteenth since its present organ- 
ization. 

VITAL 8TATIBTICS. 



The census taken by the police department during March, 1897, 
shoved a i>opulation of 277,782, made up of 189,547 whit«s and 88,335 
Colored. Approximately, therefore, 32 per cent of the entire population 
is colored. Practieally the same ratio prevails during the earlier 
periods of life as in the population as a whole, as 34 per cent of those 
nuder 7 years of age, and the same per cent of those under 15 years, 
belong to the colored race. The annual average increase since tbe 
police census of December, 1894, has been 1.43 per cent for the whites, 
0.68 per cent for the colored, and 1.18 per cent for the entire population, 
.While the rate of increase for the colored remains very much below 
that for the whites, the lalling ofl' in the rate has been slightly greater 
imong the latter. 

Of the entire population. 47 per cent is male and 53 per cent female. 
Ls between the races we find among the whites 4!) per cent male and 
i per cent female, while among the colored the corresponding ligures 
re 4B per cent and 55 per cent.

The available data does uot permit a. very accurate distribution of 

tbe population according to age; and it is very much to be regretted 

that the age periods of the [tolice census do not correspond with those 

'■ tUe tabulated vital statistics, having reference, apparently, rather 
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to the oacertaiaineDt of the number of ebitdren of school age than to 
tlie determiimtiou of tbe ileath rates. Of the entire population, how- 
ever, approximately 11 per cent ia under 7 years of age and 13 per c 
under 15. The proportion of children 18 somewhat greater among t 
colored race; of the white population approximat«ty 11 per ueDt i 
under 7 years old and 13 per c«nt less than 15, while of the colored 
people those under 7 make up 12 per cent aud those under 15 years It 
per cent of the whole. 

Ordinarily the entire District of Columbia is regarded as the city of 
Washington, but for the computation of vital statistics it is desirable 
that some distin<;tiou be made, so as to If am the differences, if auy, in the 
death rates in different sections. Ho proper subdivision has yet been 
made, but for present purposes it is sufficient ti> state that the city 
proper, or what was formerly comprised in the cities of Washington, 
and Georgetown, coulaiDS a population of 23t>,587, the remamdeii, 
41,195, being disti'ibuted throughout the county, in which term fl 
included uumei'ous I'ather densely populated suburbs, as Anacostil 
Brookland, Eckiiigtou, Hillsdale, Le Droit Park, Mount Pleasajrf^^ 
Kosedale, aud Trinidad— that is, 85 per cent of the population f 
located witliiu the city. 

Another and possibly even more important division of the popubb 
tion, according to location of residence, is into those living ou stret' 
and those living iit the alleys. The entire alley population of t 
District is lS,i)78, of which 18,333 live within the city proper. Of t 
population of the entire District, therefore, 6.33 per cent lives in t 
alleys; of the white popnlatiou, 1.13 per cent, and of the colored, 19.01 
per cent. If, however, the inquiry be confined to the city, 7,75 pfl 
cent of the popul»tiou inhabits the alleys; of the whites, 1^,144, or IJS 
per cent of the white population; and of the colored, 16,189, or il.l 
per cent of the colored population. 

As the police census was taken in March, 1897, while the middle a 
the year, to which the statistics included in this report have refereuoe 
was December, 1896, the death rates, wherever they are based upon tb 
entire population, or on the entire white or colored portions of it, hav 
been computed uiwii the estimated population for the latter montl 
which is as follows; 188,787 whites, 88,176 colored, and 276,963 toU 
population. This is necessary, not only to approximate more oloaely 
the actual death late for the year at present under consideration, but 
also to permit proper comparison with the death rates for previous yeara, 
which have been, aa far as possible, computed upon the basis of the 
December population. Death rates, however, other than those speoififidi J 
above, and other proportions, have necessarily been computed upon t' 
basis of the March population as ascertained by the census.

Having considered the amount aud nature of the population of 
District, it is necessary to determine the death rates for the commanity 
taken as a whole aud in its various parts, and the nature of the sickness 
which makes up these rates. There occurred during the year jnat 
ended 5,737 deaths, of which 3,216 were of whites and 2,521 of colored. 
The corresponding death rates were, therefore, 20.71 for the population 
as a whole, 17.04 for the whites, and 28.59 for the colored. Upon com- 
paring these figures with those lor preceding years, we tind that only 
once during the past twenty-two years, the entire |)eriod for wMoh 
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reliable fibres are available, lias tbe general death rate falleu lower 
than during tbe past year, having been 20.57 lor tbe fiscal year 1895. 
At no time daring tbis ^jeriod has the death rate for the whites been 
lower, aud only once, in 1895, baa there been a better showing among 
the colored people. 

The following table shows the variations in the death rates during 
the past twenty-two years :

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Distributing tbe deaths according to sex, tbe death rat* for white 
males is found to be 19.28, while for colored males it is 33.07. Among 
the female ix>rtion of the white race the death rate was 1-1.79, and 
among the colored 26.78. The death rate of the males as a whole was 
22.72, and that of the females 18.79. 

As before stated, the recent police census dfd not include such infor- 
mation in reference to the age distribution of the population as would 
enable tbe usual computations of death rates to be made, yiz, the 
death rates of all under 1 year of age and for those under 5 years. In 
order to approximate this, however, the number of persons in each of 
those age periods has been computed upon the basis of the United 
States census for 1890, assuming that the age distribution in the com- 
munity is the same as at that time. Upon comparing the results thus 
secured with the ligares given by the police census as to tbe number 
under 7 years of age, they appear to be at least approximately correct. 

By the method of computation above referred to, tbe white popula- 
tion under 5 years of age amounted to 16,152 and tbe colored to 8.321. 
Tbe corresi>ondit)g death rates per 1,000 were, therelbre, .12 for the 
Thites, 131 for the colored, and 76 for the entire population. The pria- 
«i|>a] causes of death were: diari-heal diseases, 321 deaths; acute lung 
affections, 3^12; tubercular diseases, 157 ; convulsions, 106; congenital 
debility and ])remature births, 21C, 

. If the inquiry be limited to those under 1 year ot age. we tind the 
population to be i,389— of whites, 3,.W3: and of colored, 1,88«. Tbe 
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mortality for this period of life, therefore, reaches the euormons figure 
of 262 per 1,000 per annum— for the white 189 aiid for the colored 397. 

Distributing the mortality by locality, we find the death rate of the 
city proper — that is, what was formerly comprised within the cities of 
Washington and Georgetown — to be 19.39, and that for the county to 
be 27.92. It should be noted that in determining these death rates due 
allowance has been made for the deatlis occurring in the various asy- 
lums and hospitals located in each section, so that this factor may be 
practically disregarded in making such comparisons as the reader may 
desire. As a statement of the population and number of deaths for each 
square within the city and for each portion of the county is published 
in the appendix, no efi'ort will be made at present to determine the 
death rate for difierent parts of the District, otherwise than as stated 
above. I can not refrain, however, from calling attention to the very 
considerable excess of the death rate of that portion of the county 
lying alon^ the Eastern Branch over that for the county a^ a whole. 
This district includes the suburbs known as Anacostia, Congress 
Heights, Garfield, Giesboro, Hillsdale, Harrison street, Good Hope, 
Twining City, and Benning. These contain a population of 6,589. 
exclusive of the inmates and attendants of the Government Hospital 
for the Insane. The number of deaths actually reported from this 
X>opu]ation was 210. Upon the basis of population, it is fair to assume 
that of the 1,151 persons who died in the asylums and hospitals during 
the year 26 came from this section. The total deaths would therefore 
amount to 236, and the death rate would be 35.82 per thousand. When 
compared with the death rate of the county as a whole (27.92) it is evi- 
dent that in this section local causes must be at work to make the dif 
ference, and it would appear probable that some, at least, of these 
causes might be removed and the death rate lowered. The most evi- 
dent feature of this section which appears likely to account for such an 
abnormal mortality is the vast tract of marsh commonly known as the 
Eastern Branch Flats, and the most important step toward lowering 
the death rate would seem to be the removal of these Hats. If, after 
this has been done, or at the same time, if possible, proper systems of 
drainage be introduced into such of these subdivisions as are not now 
so provided, and a watey supply be introduced which will permit the 
abandoning of the shallow wells which are now in use, there is every 
reason to believe that the diminution in the death rate would amply 
repay the cost, however great it might be. 

Altogether the most remarkable feature of the mortality tables is 
the unexpectedly low death rate in the alleys. For all alleys in the 
District of Columbia the death rate is 20.34, or somewhat lower than 
that for the District as a whole. But in view of the fact that no deaths 
appear to have been reported from any of the alleys outside of the city, 
it seems ])robable that deaths occurring in these places have not ])een 
accurately located on the death returns, owing, possibly, to the open 
character of the country in which they are situated. Our inquiry may, 
therefore, be properly confined to the alleys within the city. Here we 
find a death rate of but 7.93 for the whites, 22.67 for the colored, and 
20.95 for the entire population. While it has not been i)racticable 
in this case t© make corrections for deaths of alley residents which 
occurred in hospitals, it does appear that such correction would mate- 
rially alter the result. 

The comparative mortality in the various alleys, having reference to 
the number of inhabitants in each, is interesting and instructive. In 
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243 alleys, eacli having a popnlatiou not exceeding 100, the death rate 
■was 18.47 ; in 43 alleys, with populations between lul and liOO, the death 
Tate was 21.08; in 13 alleys, having between 201 and 300 inhabitaiitB, 
the death rate was 23.78, and in 2 alleys, with iMjpnlations between 301 
and 400, the death rate was 35.70. But in the single alley having a 
population in excess of 400 — that is, 422 — there was not a single death 
rejKirted. So that while the general death rate iu the alleys does not 
bear out preconceived ideas, the death rates as given above indicate, 
in a general way, that the danger of these places increases with the 
increa^se in the number of inhabitants. 

Classifying the mortality according to caasation we find an increase 
since last year iit the deaths from constitational and developmental dis- 
eases, and a decrease in the number from zymotic and local causes and 
from violence. From the standi>oiut of public health, the most impor- 
tant of these classes is, of course, the 7.ymotic, which includes most of 
those diseases which may be regardetl as preventable. Some special 
importance attaches, however, to the constitnttoniil class, owing to the 
presence in it of the tubercular diseases, having been inserted in this 
class before definite knowledge was acquired as to their causation, and 
t>eiug allowed to remain until some general plan for theolassiHcation 
of vital statistics can be adopted throughout the conn try. Deaths Irom 
violence are of interest chiedy from a sociological standpoint. 
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ZymoHo dUeases. — The eutue Dumber of deatliB from zymotic diseaoea 
was li027, beiDg 220 less thaii during the precediug year, aud fortniiif 
17.80 per ceut of the deaths from all causes. Of this Dumber 577 ww 
whites and 450 colored; 577 were children under 5 years old. 

Ill certaiu diseases of this class the number of fatal cases shows ai 
increase; thus the deaths from diphtheria iocreiised from 75 to llOi 
from whooping cough, from 22 to f>5, and from grippe, from 53 to 11^ 
Snt the fatal cases of measles diminished from 70 to 3; from scarlat 
fever, fi'om 13 to I; trota croup, so-called, from i) to G; from typhoij 
fever, including so-called typho-malaria) fever, from 240 to 153; ttoi 
malaria! fever, from 72 to 51, and from diarrheal diseases, from 468 to35C 

The number of deaths from diphtheria is not excessive, as, exee. 
during the year immediately preceding, it biis not falleu so low ^u 
18S9. The mortality from this disease is further discassed )u conne 
tion with the consideration of the operations of the department uodca 
the scarlet fever and diphtheria law. 

The number of deaths from whooping cough indicates a marki 
increase in the prevalence of this disease, but in the absence of any law 
requiring the rei>ort of cases the extent of such increase can not T 
ascertained with any degree of accuracy. 

Grippe first appeared upou the mortality tables during the latter pan 
of December. In January it caused 21 deaths, in February 52 deatb^ 
and in March 24 deaths. From that time it declined, but a Bingle 
death being reported diirlug June. It prevailed mostly among persoafd 
of advanced age, 74 of those who died being over 50 years of agfbjl 
Seven of the deaths occurred among children under 5 years old. 

There ia no record of a year passing prior to that now under consid- 
eration with but a single death firom scarlet fever. A statement as tl 
the mortality from this disease in other places is made in connectioi 
witli the cunsideratioD of the operations of the department under tlu 
scarlet fever aud dii)htheria law. 

The most important feature in the decrease in the number of deatb 
ftom zymotic diseases is the diminution in the number of fatal case, 
of typhoid fever and diarrheal diseases. And while malarial few 
itself can not be properly classed with such diseases, the extreme rarilS 
of fatal cases of this disease in this climate, in the practice of many a 
the best informed physicians, renders it not uulikely that many of thi 
deaths reported as due to it were in reality due to typhoid fever. Sofl 
that the apparent decrease in malarial fever may be considered in thial 
connection. The decrease was as follows:

While it is not safe to base conclusions upon this improvement in th« 1 
death rate for a single year, yet its coincidence with the closing of ■ 
very considerable number of surface wells; with the replacement of i 
very considerable number of box privies with running closets, and the 
proper drainage of the premises; and with a closer supervision of the 
milk supply, is very suggestive of some relation of cause and eS'eot, 
and possibly justifies us in expecting further improvement in the future. 
The present diminution in the typhoid fever death rate is especially J 
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satisfactory, ns it lia^l increaBed oontHmoiisly since 1887, Tbe death 
rat© from tUia disease during the past year (0,.53 per 1,000] is the 
lowest since 1384, and is con aid erably lower than tbe average for tbe 
past twenty-two years (0.64). 

OnmtitHlional di»enses. — There were 1,247 deaths from diseases of this 
clastt, being 21.73 per cent of the mortality from nil causes. Of this 
number 632 were white and 010 colored. 

The greater part of the deaths in this class were due to the various 
forms of tuberculosis, the deaths from this cause uiimberitig 1.053, of 
which 77(i were from pulmonary phthisis. These diseases have been, 
as usual, much more prevalent among tbe colored than among the 
whiles, tbe death rate for tbe former being from tbe pulmonary variety 
alone 4.U7, while that for the latter was but 1.94. 

Local disetise^. — In this class there were 2,643 deaths, being 46,05 per 
cent of the total mortality. Of these 1,S12 were white and 1,131 colored. 

From diseases of tbe nervous system 685 deaths occurred, ll.ft4 \yeT 
cent of the total mortality. Of these 437 were white and 248 colored. 
Cerebral hemorrhage caused 205 deaths; convulsions (mainly infantile), 
lOS dearhn; meningitis, CH deaths; epilepsy and insanity, 82 deaths, 
and heat strolce, 43 deatlis. 

Diseases of tbe circulatory organs caused 423 deaths, 7.37 per cent 
of all, 244 Ijeinff white and 170 colored. Of this number 308 were valv- 
ular diseases of the heart and 15 were reported as due to angina 
pectoris. 

From diseases of the organs of respiration, except pulmonary tuber- 
cnlosis, there were 764 deaths — 3*^6 white and 378 colored. Of these 
509 were from pneumonia and 103 from bronchitis and congestion of 
tbe lungs. Tbe hirgest mortality occurred daring the mouths of Jan- 
aary, February, and March. Forty-five per cent of deaths in this class 
occurred in children under 5 years of age. 

Diseases of the digestive organs caased 408 deaths, the principal 
oaases being gastric and enteric catarrhs, cirrhosis of tbe liver, and per- 
itonitis. Of tlie decedents 225 were white, 183 colored, and 183 chil- 
dren under 5 years of age. 

From diseases of the urinary organs 306 deatlis occurred, of which 
185 were from nephritis. Bright's disea.'*e was reported as causing (52 
deaths; enlarged prostate 10, and cystitis II. 

Diseases of tbe generative organs were charged with 27 deaths — 13 
white and 14 colored ; all females. Of tliese, 11 were due to fibroids of 
tbe uterus and 10 to pyosalpiux and salpingitis. Certain diseases of 
these organs are charged among the developmental diseases, the above 
figures being susceptible of misinterpretation unless this be borne in 
mmd. 

Diseases of tlie osseous and locomotary systems caused 22 deaths, 
principally gangrenes and osseous necroses. Integumentary affections 
caused 8 deaths, of wbicb 7 were from sarcomatous formations. 

Developmental. — In this class, which includes diseases incident to 
childbirth, infancy, and old nge, not otherwise classitied, there were 
693 deaths, of whicb 277 were infants, 68 women in the puerperal state, 
^nd 248 the aged. There were 34 deaths reported as due to puerperal 
infectious, 7 to abortions, and 4 to umbilical hemorrhage. 

Violence. — There were 227 deatlis from violence during the year, of 
vbicb 168 were accidental, U homicidal, and 47 suicidal. 

Of the accidenttil deatlis 101 were of whites and 67 of colored. In 29 
cases death resulted from drowning; in liS from falls; in 22 from burns 
and scalds; in 15 from injuries received from steam rail vrays ; in 9 from 
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iDJiuies received from streetcars; Iq 5 from gaosbot wounds; in 9 from 

e»isonSy and 7 from traomatic tetanus. The number of deaths from 
juries from steam railways is, of course, in excess of the number of 
fiital accidents fit>m such conveyances in the District of Columbia, as 
sot infrequently persons who have been seriously injured in adjoining 
States are brought here for treatment, while the reverse seldom occurs. 

Of the homicidal deaths, 5 resulted from gunshot wounds, 3 frt>m 
stabs, and 2 from blows on the head. 

Of the suicidal deaths, 17 resulted from pistol shots, 10 from the 
inhalation of illuminating gas, 13 by poison, and 2 by hanging. 

The number of deaths from suicide shows an increase of 9 over the 
corresponding figures for the preceding year, and an increase of 6, or 
almost 15 per cent, over the highest number previously recorded. The 
average number of suicides ))er annum during the past twenty-two 
years has been 17.20; during the five years' period, 1878 to 188:f, it was 
12; from 1883 to 1887, it rose to 17.40; during the following five yearn, 
1888 to 1892, it was 23.20, and during the period just ended, 1893 to 1897, 
it was 39.40. The population has not doubled, but the number of 
suicides has increased more than threefold. 

BIRTHS. 

The total number of births reported was 4,573, of which 2,761 were 
of whites and 1,812 of colored. If, however, we accept the estimated 
I)opulation below 1 year of age as correct, 816 births occurred whicli 
were not reported. The birth rate, even when based upon the estimated 
number of births and not upon those of which official returns were 
made, falls below the death rate for the colored, being 21.39; and for 
the entire population being 19.46. 

In the case of whites the balance is slightly in favor of the birth rate, 
being 18.03. 

The births reported as illegitimate numbered 573, of which 96 were 
white and 477 colored. During the preceding year the number of such 
births reported was 617. 

Of the entire number of birth returns, 2,466 were received from i)hy- 
sicians and 2,107 from midwives. 

STILLBIRTHS. 

The returns of stillbirths amounted to 487 — 187 whites and 300 col- 
ored — while during the preceding year returns were received in 520 
cases. Of this number 153 were illegitimate — 33 white and 120 colored. 
The returns were made by the coroner in 118 cases, which usually had 
reference to bodies which had been abandoned in public places. The 
number that went to full term was 197, and in three instances pregnancy 
was reported as having proceeded to the tenth month. The chief causes 
alleged were difficult labor in 24 cases, falls by mother in 14, overexer- 
tion by mother in 21, placenta previa in 9, and syphilis in 11, 

MAKRIA.GE8. 

Returns were received from 1,519 marriages — between whites 984, 
and between colored 535. 

The number of marriage licenses issued by the clerk of the court 
during the fiscal year 1896 was 3,618, while <luring the past year it was 
but 2,47(>. As it is a reasonable presumption that each such license 
represents a marriage, the approximate number of failures to make the 
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MtoTD required by law was 957, or 39 per cent of the entire unmber of 
marriages. 

The only remedy for tliis condition is the issue of these licenses to 
particniur persons, with the right of assignment if they be nnavoidably 
prevented from performing the ceremony, instead of the issue, as at 

{resent, "to any minister or person authorized to solemnize marriayes." 
f such a plan were adopted, it would he possible to requiie the piopt^r 
return to be made in each case, as the name of the person who cele- 
brate<l the marriage wonld be known. Moreover, the liability for the 
pertormance of the marriage ceremony by unauthorized persons, as has 
Deeu ocea.sionally done in the past, either through ignorance or willful 
m^ng. would be very much diminished. The fact that the adoption of 
this plan would necessitate the selection of the person who is to per- 
form the ceremony before the license coald be secured wonld not seri- 
ously interfere with any well-considered marriage, and the interference 
■with others would probably be beneficial rather than otherwise. 

TltANSCaiPTS FROM RECORDS. 

The recommend atiou contained in the preceding report of this depart- 
ment, that a fee be charged for transcripts from the records, was pnt 
ioto effect by the passage of an act authorizing the Oommissioners of 
the District of Columbia to charge a fee for the issuance of transcripts 
'fiom the records of the health department, approved March 3, 1897, 
which took effect thirty days after its passage. Between that time and 
the end of the fiscal year there was collect«d the snm of $o4. 

As the records from which snch transcripts are made cost approxi- 
mately 83,tH)0 per annum, it is evident that the fees collected will not 
begin to pay the cost. But the establishment of this fee has answered 
the purpose for wbicli it was mainly intended — that is, it has diminished 
the number of applications for transcripts without any real need there- 
for on the part of the applicant, as will appear from the fact that the 
average nnmber of transcripts issued during ea«h working day prir>r to 
the passage of the act was 3."i5, while after the act went into eflect it 
dimiuished to 1.57. The total number of transcripts issued during the 
year was 957. 

OFFICLAL REGISTERS. 

Under the act to regulate the practice of medicine, approved Jnne 3, 
1896, 966 physicians have been registered at the health department. 
Of this number 961 have held licenses issued by virtue of registration 
at the health office at the time of the passage of the present law, and 
£ve licenses issued by reason of the licentiates having successfully 
passed esamiuations. 

No midwives have been registered, no licenses of this class having 
as yet been issued by the board of medical supervisors, and, under the 
act above referred to, registratiou only being granted to holders of 
snch licenses. 

The register of dentists shows an increase of twelve during the year. 
Under the act for the regulation of the practice of dentistry, approved 
Jnne C, 1892, licenses from the board of dental examiners are necessary 
in ord^ to secure such registration. 

The register of undertakers, under the regulations to secure a full 
and correct lecord of \ifal statistics, promulgated by the late board of 
health, shows the total number to be 100. Attention is again invited 
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to ttie absence of any legal standard of attainment necessary to eatil 
one to register aa an undertaker; and in yiew of tbe sanitary i , _, 
tanceof tbe propereareof tliedead, it is resi)e(;tf nil y recommended ilud'' 
steps be taken to secure the jiasaage of a law to regulate tbe practice 
of til is »rt. 

PEIVATE IlOSl'ITALS. 

Application lias been received for the maiiitenance of one new pri- 
vate lioBpitsl, and one sucli institution, for the maintenance of which a 
permit has been asked, has ceased to oiiist. No formal permits have 
yet been issued, owing to the vaguenesa of the law as to the conditions 
under which such issue should be made. It is hoi>ed that some action 
may be taken during the coming year to secure such inoditicatiouaof 
tbe present law as are necessary for its intelligent enforveinent. 

CfiMBTEBtES. \ 

There has been no change in the number or location of cemeteries la 
this District during the past year, 

A bill prepared by this department for the regulation of cemeteriM 
and tlie disimsal of dead bodies was passed by both Houses of Con jn'eeii, 
but failed to become a law by reason of the failure of the President 
to sign it, owing, it is believed, merely tn the extremely late hour of 
his otBcial life at which it was ^irenented to him for that pui-pose. The 
same bill was introduced at the subsetjuent extraordinary session, 
passed the Senate, and is now on the Ilouse Calendar. 

The recommendation made in the two preceding rei>ort8 of this 
department that a crematory be erected as an iidjunct to potter's field 
is respectfully renewed. If all bodies to be interred in this tract of 
land be cremated before interment, it will last for an indefinite period; 
but unless some such provision be maile, additional land must soon be 
purchased or the present site will be so overcrowded as to becomes 
nuisance and a menace to the bealthof the unfortunate inmates of those 
institutions located in its immediate vicinity. Such a crematory, if 
erected, will be of service, from a sanitary stand)K)int hIbo, for the 
destruction of the remains of those dying of the graver ctiDtagioos 
diseases. 

The need of a municipal crematory was recognized by the grand jury 
of New Orleans in 1883, and the establishment of a crematory for tbe 
incineration of the bodies of those dying of contagious diseases recom- 
mended. In 1888 the New York State legislature, acting upon a rec- 
ommendation of a committee of the Society of Medical Jurisprudence 
and State Medicine, re(|uired the commi.ssiouers of quarantine to erect 
and establish a crematory for the destruction of the bodies of iiersons 
dying at the contagious hospital from contagious diseases. The recom- 
mendation of tliis committee was accompanied by a draft of a bill 
Thich provided not only for the incineration of tbe remains of persons 
dying of contagions diseases, but also of the remains of paupers ■ 
unidentified persons. And the health department of the city of f 
delphia maintains a crematory for the same xnirpose. 
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AMATOMIUAl, MATERIAL. 

Daring the p:^t year bodies to be used for scientific purpoees bave 
been offered for distribution by tUe varioaa bospitals, aiid have been 
distributed to the various medical colleges, aa shown in the following 
table:

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The total number of bodies so distributed has been but 47, of wbich 
7 had been subjected to {)ost-mortem examinations prior to delivery. 
The plan of distribution has been the same as wa.s descnbed in the 
prece<ting report of this department, but the supply of material lias 
been too small to meet the reqnu'ements of those engaged in medical 
education. As the Government, which in the interest of public health 
very properly makes certain educational reKjuiretnenta of those desiring 
to practice medicine, should properly be interested iu securing Ibr 
Btndeuts of that art means whereby they can prepare themseWe« to 
S^ttt those requirements, it is recommended that the law under which 
these bodies are distributed be so amended as to make it mandatory 
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upon those in charge of hoBpit«lB and aaylums to deliver for wdentdte 
porposes saoh bodies as they are now permitted to deliver if tht^ bt 
so inclined. The care and diBtribation of such bodies mighty irith 
adTantage, be intrasted to a commission created for that purpose^ u 
is done in PennaylTania. 

BELIEF OP THE POOR. 

The work done by the physicians to the poor is shown by the followiog 
table: 
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To the cost of medicines given in column above nfliBt be added, io 
order to give correct amoant expended for medicines during fiscal year, 
tablet triturates, $19!).43; antitoxic serum, $59..^; fur aupplies fur- 
uisbed homeopathic physiciiius to tlie poor fur April, May, and June, 
1897, *i8; making total cost of medicines for fiscal year 1S97, $2,335,42.

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From the above table it appears that the nnmber of patientn treated 
daring the past year, either taken aa a wh<)le or with reference to the 
white and colored elenieuts, has been smaller than at any time since 
X893. It should be borne iu mind, however, tliat the figures given to 
show the number of patients treated are absolutely worthless except 
for the purposes of comparison, and that they are not of much value 
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EBveii for tbis, since they merely indicate tlie eum of the patieots reiwrted 
Eeac-b week as being nnder treatment, so that a eiugle patient, if be 
%ap]ieus to be under treatment Jnriiig a portion of two weeks, will 
■Bftpear as tvro {tatients. An efl'ort will be made to correct tbis metbod. 
■of keeping tbe records prior to tbe issue of another report. 
I Wore accurat« information as to tbe amonnt of work done may be 
■ gathered from the number of visits aud otHce consultations. These 
^anionnted to 28,l)5'J, while dnring the preceding year there were 28,028. 
Tlie average coat of each patient has been 52 cents for medical 
rsttendance and 17 cents for medical supplies, making a total cost of 69 
l-ceiits per " patient," using the term in the manner previously explained. 
I The amount received by each physician for each visit or consultatioii 
I has been, approximately, 2C cents. 

^Vttention is invited to the recommendations of this department of 
I June 17, 1897, in reply to a letter from the Cougressional Joint Select 
I Committee to Investigate Charities and Ileformatory Institutions in tbe 
f District of Columbia, which has been printed iu the hearings before

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 



ScarM fever. — There were reported during the past year IGO cases of 
scarlet fever, of which 148 were white and 12 colored. The incidence 
per 10,000 of tbe population was, therefore, 7.84 among the whites, 
I.3G among the colored, and 5.74 among the population as a whole. 
These figures show a marked diminution in the prevalence of tbis dis- 
ease during the year. That tbe type of the disease which has occnned 
baa been exceedbigly mild is shown by the occuri'euce of but a single 
\ death, a fatality of but 0.6 per cent. 
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e extent to which scarlet fever has prevailed iu the various parts 
i of the United States during the year is indicated in the following state- 
r meut. While the figures given can not be accepted as mathematically 
f accurate, they are subject only to the same sources of error as other 
' Yital statistics. So far as is known there is no reason to believe that 
I the amount of such error is greater in one place than another, so that for 
[ purijoaes of comparison they may be accepted as substantially correct.

Diphtheria. — ^Daring the year there has been reported among the 
white portion of the population 494 cases of diphtheria, 78 of which 
terminated fisttallyf and among the colored 126 cases, of which 32 were 
fiatal. The incidence of this disease per 10,000 of the population was 
among the whites 26.16, among the colored 14.29, and among the entire 
population 22.38, showiug a marked increase in prevalence during the 
past year, as shown in Table H. 

Table H. — Meparted cases of diphtheria 
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The cause of this increase it has not been possible to determine, but 
there is no reason to believe that it was in any way due to local coiidi- 
tions, as a similar increase was noted in many places situated in widely 
separated parts of the United States. The actual extent to which this 
disease prevailed in the various places during the period covered by 
this report is fairly shown in the following statement:

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The remarkH made iu reference to the sources of error iu tbe corre- 
spondiDg table in reference to scarlet fever apply witli equal force to the 
present iustauce. 

While the incidence of diphtheria among the colored people was less 
than among the whites, tbe fatality was much greater, viz, ;i3.36 among 
tlm eolored, lti.l5 among the whites, and 17.74 among the population 
taken aa a whole. These figures are, however, in each instance less 
than they have been for any one of the three preceding years. A 
detailed statement showing the relative fatality in cases treated with 
diphtheria antitosic serum and those treated without it will be found 
in the report of the medical sanitary inspector. The status of this 
article as a remedial agent seems to be too well established to require 
farther discussion. 

The examination of cultures ttom cases suspected of being diphtheria 
has been continued as during the two preceding years, the coat being 
paid from the meager appropriation for the enforcement of the act t^i 
prevent the spread of scarlet fever and diphtheria. The extent of the 
demand for this service is indicated by the presentation of 942 primary 
caltures (viz, cultures froiu cases siiapected of being diphtheria) for 
purposes of diagnosis, as against 593 during the year preceding. Iu 
only 44.59 per cent of these cultures were specific diphtheria bacilli 
found. The total number of cultures examined, both primary and 
secondary, was 2,179. 

Dtsin/ccting serrice. — It is to be regretted that no appropriation liaa 
be«n made for the maint«nance of the disinfecting service, the estab- 
JiBhment of which was authorized by the act of March 2, 1895. As a 
result, the disinfection of infected premises has to be intrusted to the 
unskilled, and in many cases unwilling hands of tbe occupants, with 
correspondingly unsatisfactory results. Such iijovftble arti<:le8 as 
Teqnire steam disinfection have been removed to the disinfecting 
station and properly treated. There have been disinfected in this 
manner 1,051 pillows, 578 mattresses, 568 blankets, 210 rugs, and 1,248 
miscellaneous articles, making 3,655 jiieces in all. Many of these, how- 
ever, have probably been immediately reinfected upon their return to 
the imperfectly cleansed apartments from which they were taken. The 
:|niblic must look to the proper disinfection of infected premises for its 
mmunity from contagious disease quite as much as to the proper iso- 
lation of the sick. And ns in nearly every instance the families in 
Vhich such diseases occur neither have nor are able to secure trained 
aasistanta to perform such disinfection, it is neces.sary that means be 
provided at public expense whereby this work may be done. An 
appropriation for the maintenance of a disinfecting ser\-ice is, therefore, 
respectftiUy recommended. 

Ambulaitce for contagious dijtca^cs. — An important addition to the 
equipment of the health department has been made during the past 
year by the purchase of an ambulance for the transjiortatiou of patients 
■affering from scarlet fever and diphtheria to the hospital, when hospi- 
tal accommodations can be secured. It has already been of service 
111 a number ot cases. 

I»olation wards. — It is expected that another step in advance will be 
'made during the coming year by the erection of wards lor the treat- 
ment of patients suflering from minor contagious diseases, for which an 
appropriation of 130,000 is now available. The assistance rendered 
during the past year by those in charge of Providence Hospital in 
.receiving and caring for cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria is grate- 
fiiUy acknowledged. The fact that in treating such cases there has 
1569 2 
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been no spread of either disease in the vicinity of the hospital, or even 
in the institution itself, although improved appliances for preventing 
it have not been available, should have influence in convincing the 
public that a hospital or ward for the treatment of these diseases is 
not a menace to health. 

Leg tslation.— The law under which the scarlet fever and diphtheria 
service has been maintained is seriously in need of amendment to make 
it more eftective. It was proposed to accomplish this purpose by includ- 
ing the diseases named in the provisions of the bill introduced during 
the second session of the Fifty-fourth Congress to prevent the spread 
of the graver contagious diseases, as smallpox, yellow fever, Asiatic 
cholera, etc., but it was found inexpedient to do so. It is hoped that 
the needed legislation can be secured during the approaching session 
of Congress. 

Expenses of service. — The cost of the scarlet fever and diptheria serv- 
ice has been approximately $5,000. 

MAJOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

While the District of Columbia has not been aiflicted with any of the 
graver forms of contagious disease during the past year, and with refer- 
ence to most of them not for many years, if at all, it was thought desir- 
able to secure the authority necessary for the proper management of 
any cases which may hereafter occur. For this reason a bill to prevent 
t3ie spread of such diseases in the District of Columbia was presented 
to Congress, and became a law on March 3, 1897, Having now secured 
the right to regulate the management of such diseases, it is essential 
that money for carrying the provisions of the law into effect be made 
available for immediate use, should occasion require. For this purpose 
I have asked for an appropriation of $25,000. 

Under the present system the emergency fund is the only appropria- 
tion from which the expenses of suppressing an outbreak of any of the 
diseases named can be met. The amount of this appropriation is usu- 
ally $8,000, and from this it is necessary to meet all emergencies 
which are not otherwise provided for. For instance, the expense of 
removing the bodies of <lead horses irom the Knox fire was paid from 
this appropriation ; so, also, was the cost of the removal of debris from 
the streets which resulted from the severe storm of September 29, 1896. 
When subject to draft for such purposes, it is evident that the fund 
may be almost entirely exhausted early in the fiscal year, or at least 
long before its close, so that the sum remaining for the suppression of 
an outbreak of any contagious disease may be insignificant. On the 
other hand, with the creation of a fund for this specific purpose, there 
will be no additional expense, as it will probably lie idle most of the 
time, being available only for the one purpose; but if, on the other 
hand, it is needed, it will be ready without delay, and prompt action 
is of prime imi)ortance in such matters. The establishment of an epi- 
demic fund is therefore urgently recommended. 

INSPECTION OF FOREIGN VESSELS. 

There were inspected and passed at the port of Washington between 
July 1, 1896, and June 9, 1897, 8 vessels from foreign i)orts, 5 coming 
from St. Johns, New Brunswick, with cargoes of laths, and the remainder 
bringing asphalt from Trinidad. The inspection of such vessels was 
discontinued upon the date last mentioned, as at that time the United

passed before being permitted to proceed to this city. 

OONTAGIOtrs DISEASES OP AMIMALS. 

During tbepast year the District Las been entirely free from glanders, 
and baa bad but one ease of bog cbolera. 

Seven cases of alleged rabies bave been investigated in the labora- 
tory of tbe Bureau of Animal Industry, upon request of tbis depa^^ 
ment. but in only one ease was the disease found to be present. 

PERMITS TO ROPE OFF 8TBBETS AND AiLBYS. 

Under the order of the Goininissionera of August 23, 1883, intrusting 
to the health department the issue of i>erraita to prevent the passage of 
vebielea in neighborhoods where persons are so seriously ill as to make 
such a Btep necessary, there bave been is.sned 417 permits, an increase 
of 81 since last year. And not only baa the uumber of permits increased, 
but the average time of obstruction in each case was greater, being 9.L'0 
days, as compared with 7 days during 1896, and the number of physi- 
cians from whom certilicates were received has increased from 2.')2 to 
318; that is, the number of permits has increased 1'4 per cent, the aver- 
age time covered by each permit, 31 per cent, and the number of physi- 
, cians certifying, 26 per cent. From tbe preceding figures it is apparent 
L that the demand for tlie issue of these permits is increasing without 
1 any sufficient explanation therefor.

Id &ct, there would seem t« be less real need in tbis city 
obstruction of traffic on account of the large extent of aapha 
than in other cities not so favored, but tbe custom of issuing sue 
for this purpose, or permitting it to be done, does not prevail e 
The practice, therefore, can hardly be justified on the score of n 
except possibly in very rare instances. Tberecommemiationsc 
tn the preceding rexMirt for its restriction are therefore res 
renewed. 

CHEMICAL LABOHATORY. 

Attention is invited to the fact that the annual appropriati 
3ia8 UBoally been made for tbe support of tbe chenncal labora 
TBithdrawn daring tbe past year, entailing a serious drain i 
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coDtiiigeDt fond of the <^ee, which wa« not increased to meet it. The 
w<«k of the laborat<ny waui therefore correspondingly hanpered; and 
while the ftsdary of the sanitary and food inspector in charge of this 
laboratory has been increased so as to be slightly more in keeping with 
the degree of technical education reqoired, no provision has been made 
for an assistant to relieve him of the mechanical work of caring for 
ajiparatoSy etc. The absence of »nch an assistant, who might be secured 
for a salary of from $600 to $800 per annum, is in the end an extrava- 
gance, since it very much diminishes the amomit of work which can be 
done and increases the relative cost by causing the time of the chemist, 
which must be paid for at the rate of 91^500 per annum, to be ooeapifnl 
with the performance of minor details of office work. The estimates 
which have been submitted have included, therefore, an appropriation 
for the services of an assistant. 

There have been analyzed during the year 588 specimens, of which 
25H were milk, 6 cream, 185 water, 107 foods (including candiea), 17 
drugs, and 15 miscellaneous articles. Of the analyses included under 
the last heading, 5 were of specimens received from and analyzed for 
the coroner. The consideration of the results of the analyses of the 
samples of milk and cream will be found in connection with the general 
consideration of milk inspection, and of those of foods and drugs in 
connection with the memoranda in relation to the inspection of those 
articles. 

Of the 185 samples of water examined, 115 were from public wells 
and (m from private wells, the remaining 5 being analyses of Potomac 
water. 

Well water. — Of the samples of water from public wells, 14.7 per cent, 
and of those fix)m private wells 49.2 per cent have been found impure. 

This difference is due partly to the greater care exercised in the con- 
straction and maintenance of public wells, but it is brought about to a 
certain extent by the fact that analyses were made of water from public 
wells from time to time, as a part of the ordinary routine of the office 
work, and in the absence of circumstances pointing directly to pollution, 
while in the case of private wells no such supervision is exercised, analy- 
WK only being made ui)on request of the owner, or when the department 
lias reason to believe that impurities are present. 

Ah shown by the report of the engineer department, 11 public shallow 
wells were closed during the year, representing 7.G4 i)er cent of the entire 
number, and leaving 133 in use. Twenty deep wells have been sunk, 
making a total of 21 such wells now in use. One well of this character 
was abandoned owing to the presence of sodium chloride in excess, 
even alter considerable depth had been reached. 

Potomac tenter. — The chemical analyses of Potomac water have not 
revealed the presence in excessive amount of any of those ingredients 
ui>on whose presence the chemist depends in order to determine its 
"l)otHbility." The fallacy of chemical tests alone, however, as criteria 
of the quality of water from a sanitary standpoint is now so generally 
admitted that the above findings can not be allowed to negative thefatt 
that intestinal bacilli have been repeatedly found in Potomac water. 
And while no bacilli have been found, at least so far as the information 
of this department extends, which could be positively identified as 
those of typhoid fever, or other specific? disease, the finding of such 
organisms in any public water supply is exceedingly rare, judgment 
b(*ing usually based upon the presence of allied bacilli. It has been 
pointed out that the presence of such bacilli in the Potomac water may 
b(^ <lne to harmless scmrces of contamination ; that is, other than drain- 
age from towns situated on the Upper Potomac and its tributaries; 
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but iti view of tbe large number of people living iu tlieae towus and 
tbe {ireseut kuowledge iis to tbe uurelialiility of "«elfpiiriflcatiou" of 
running streiiiua as a meaus of destroying contamination from sneb 
BOiirces, tbis seems t<i be tbe most probable origin. 

Because of tbe conditions pointed out above, tbis department recom- 
mended, December 2, 1895, that the Potomac basin be surveyed witb 
espfecial reference to tlie present and prospective sources of contamina- 
tion of our water supply, with a view to determining what measures, if 
any, were necessary to remove, and to prevent tbe recurrence of, polln- 
tion resulting therefrom. Col. George H. Elliott, U. S. A., formerly in 
charge of the Washington Aqueduct, had already recommended, in his 
annual report for 18iW, that provision be made for a systemic monthly 
chemical and bacteriological examination of the Potomac water as it ia 
Bent to the city Irom the distributing reservoir. An effort was made 
during the past year to pat into effect both of these recommendations 
by a joint resolution (S. K. 191) to establish a commission to investigate 
the sources of contamination of the Potomac lliver, etc. This was 
subsequently replaced by a proposed amendment to the sundry civil 
bill (H. R. 102!t2) which gave the entire work into the control of the 
Uariue-Hospital Service, together with simUar work in reference to 
public water supplies throoghont the country, but this amendment was 
Dot passed. 

The entire matter rests, therefore, in tbe same place as at the time 
wbeuthcprevious recommendation of this department was made,whicli 
recommendation is, therefore, respectfully renewetl. 

School hygiene. — The report ot the chemist, which will be found in the 
appendix, contains much valuable information in reference to the heat- 
ing andventilittingof our school buildings. Uwing to the insufficiency 
ot the apparatus ill the possession of the department at the time tbeinves- 
tigatjon was made, the results were not, however, as complete as it was 
desired they should be. The work will, therefore, be continued. 

The sanitary condition of the public schools of this District was the 
-aubjeot of au investigation by a committee api>ointed by the House of 
Bepreseotatives February 2U, 1882, and consisting of Col. John 8. Bil- 
lings, then Surgeon, United States Army,Mr. John Eaton, then Oommis- 
^oner of Education, and Mr, Edward Clark, Architect of the United 
'States Capitol. Its report wa.s priu ted in Miscellaneous Dociunent No. 
,35, Forty-seventh Congress, first session. The conclusions of this com- 
mittee, which are, it is believed, of sufficient importance to .justify their 
Quotation at length, were as follows:

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Tlie school buildings wbicb are erected to-day are modriad ■ 
lines laid do^ru by tliia committee, and troin a sanitary staudpotiit can 
be little, if at all, improved upon. The sites whicb are usually pnr 
cbased tor these baildio^s are, boicever, uiach Hmaller than the pn- 
scribed size, and might be enlarged with great advantage, both fiir tU 
puriwseof providing suitable playgrounds for the pupils and of impio^ 
ing the liglitiug and ventilation of the building. As, howev«-, Uii 
size of the site is usually limited by the amount of the ap])ropriation, it 
viil manifestly be impossible to improve this feature of our buildingK 
unless larger appropriations can be secured. 

The chief features of the schools, however, which have received tti^ 
attention of this depailinent, and in respect of which the ii 
tious above cited have not been complied with, are the heating } 
ventilation and the privy acommodatioiis. The system of heating a 
ventilating which has been for years in general use (the so-called Smew 
system) is not, In the judgment of this department, satisfactory, 
air supply is deficient in moisture, and unevenly distributed chroog 
the various rooms. Back dralts occur, which, while detrimental I 
proper ventilatiou at all times, are absolutely dangerous when the v 
tilating system is connected with the privy vaults, as is the case I 
many of the school buildings now in use. In those which have bee 
erected since the recent api>ointment of a committee by the Comuiid 
sioners, to investigate tho heating and ventilation of school buildingi 
this system of vaults has been atiandoned, and the water-closets wbid 
were introduced iu the place thereof are practically separated fro( 
the general system of ventilatiou of the rest of the building; and it li« 
been recontmeuded by this department, March 19, 1897, that steps bi 
takeu looking toward the replacement of all such vaults by propeH] 
constructed war«r- closets. It is earnestly hoped that this recommeudi 
tion can be earned out without delay. 

Aside, however, from the matter of separating the heating and venti 
lating systems from the device fur the disposal of excreta, it is desirabl 
that present methwls be replaced by the combined direct and indirei 
system of steam heating and mechanical ventilation. Recently erectc 
buildings have been provided with facilities for mechanical ventitatioi 
but the investigations of this department have shown that they are ii^ 
at all times in use. Kveu in these buildings, however, it has not bea 
IMissible to ii>tToduce steam heat because of the insnlliciency of tb 
appropriatiop'. Lt is hoped that either by securing increased appropit 
ations, or by economizhig in other directions, it may be jtossible hei 
after to introduce the improved methods of heating and veutUatio) 
suggested. 

Tne invet*^gation of the privy accommodations of the various school^ 
in which this de])artment was assisted by the inspector of plunibing 
showed 42 buildings provided with water-closets. In 10 of these sud 
closets were located within the buildings, and in 26 they were in thft 
yards. Dry closets were found within the buildiugs [the ao-ealled 
Smead system of dry closets) in 39 instances, and in 17 box jirivies \fwt 
located on the premises, but not within the building. The schools hav' 
ing box privies are, of course, county schools so located that sewer o 
neotiooq are impossible. Many of the buildings provided with ' 
systemof privy vaults formerly installe<l in connection with the so ca1le< 
Smead system of heating and ventilation, are, however, so locate<l th»C 
86 we^ connections can be made and the vaults abandoned, which aotioQJ 
as has been recommended above, should be taken as soon as possible. 
The investigation revealed some defects of more or less imirartanoe tl 
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le plumbiug of those liuUdiiiga provided with sewer eonuectioiis, wliicli 

-e, Lowever, being remedied as rapidly as possible. 

Tlie re<.-omiiieiidatiou of tlie Uougressiocial committee above quoted 

ran tbat water-eloset aecommodutioiis for tbe pupils should be provided 

lu eacli door. Frovision of aecommodatious of tins kind would not 

mly prove ndvantageous from a sanitary staiidpoiat, but would tend 

diminish the congregation of children about the closets, which is 

elf objectionable for moral reasons. 

The investigation by the heiiltli department indicates the need of a 
^Buperin ten dent of school buildings — whose duties might without harm 
" extended to the superintendeuee of all public buildings — who should 
ve constant oversightof their genend sanitary condition. This duty 
now iiitrui^ted in each case to the principals of the buildings, and the 
■ueral cleanly condition of the premises indicates that their duty is 
ell performed. But these officir-ls have not as a rule had the necessary 
ichnieal or mechanical training to lit them for the performance of cer- 
liu details of such work. For instance, it was found in one case that 
ventilators in a building had been permanently closed, but by whom or 
'when or by whose authority no one could tell, the principal of the bnild- 
!iiig not being aware of the condition until her attention was called to it. 
Similarly, defective plumbing was discovered in some cases which the 
principal of the buthling could not reasonably be expected to detect. 
The appointment of practical men having more or less ticchnical educa- 
tion or training, to have geneial overt^ight of the condition of school 
buildings, would, it is believed, tend toward a better sanitary condition 
as to heating, ventilating, etc., and probably, by causing a more intelli- 
gent use of fuel and heat on the part of the janitors, result in a saving 
that would help to defray the cost of the service. 

The proposed introdactiou of water filters into some of the school 
buildings, as authorized by an act of Congress approved March 3,181)7, 
roast be considered more in the light of an experiment than in the view 
of a serious attempt to etguip all such buildings with such appliances, 
aa the amount so appropriated is manifestly too small for this puniose. 
The recommendation contained in the last re[>ort of this department 
for the establishment of a medical inspection of schools is respectfully 
renewed, and an ap)m>priatiou asked for that purpose. The necessity 
for this is indicated to a certain extent by the fact chat in a single mouth, 
in the city of Boston, there were discovered in the pubhc schools, by 
means of such inspection, 137 cases of contagious disease, and in all 
about 1,700 children who were too ill to remain at school. 

Attention is also invited to tlie previous recommendation in reference 
to modifications in the present nicthul of dii^tribating schoulbooks and 
in the arrangement of the cloakrooms, which recommendations are also 
renewed. 

INSPECTION SEaVICE. 

The inspection force of this department has been increased during 
the past year by the addition of a veterinary surgeon, who is by law 
designated as inspector of dairy farms and of live stock. Tlie inspec- 
tion service, therefore, embraces at the present time general inspection 
of nuisances, ot foods, of drugs, of marine products, of live stock, and 
of dames, dairy farms and dairy products, and the supervision of the 
collection of garbage and dead animals. In view of the scope and 
amount of this work, the appointment of a chief inspector is respect- 
ftilly recommended, with a salary commensurate with the duties and 
responsibilities of the olfice. 
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A Bafegnard to the work of this departmetit wae wcored id the pas- 
sage of an act to paoish the iuiperBonatioo of iDBpectors of the hcAlth 
and other departmentB of the District of Uolombia, approved March 2, 
18»7. 

Nuitaneea. — As compared with the preceding year, the total unmber 
of iiniaauces reported aod abated has diminished, having been lu,116 
for 1896, while for the past year it has been but 10,587. Thin dimina- 
t ion lias not been confined to any particular claas, but has been generally 
distribated throaghoat the list.

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The moat aerions tlifficnlty with which the health department has at 
.present to contend in sepiiring the abatement of nuiaance.« is, under tlie 
rulings of the court, the absence of liability on the part of the agent f.ir 
the sanitary condition of the premises under his control urdess specific- 
.ally charged therewith by the owner; a,nd it not infrequently hapiwns 
that where the owner of the property does not reside within the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and limits the power of his agent to the collection 
■j)f rents, when a nuisance occurs u]K)n the property for which theowner 
■.and not the occupant is by law responsible the agent declines to receive 
: uotice to abate the same, or to give information as to the address of the 
owner, thus leaving the health department practically powerless. 

The abatement of nuisance is also delayed, and in some cases prac- 
tically prevented, where the title to the property is for any reason 
nnaettled. 

There not infrequently occur, therefore, conditions which undoubtedly 
constitute nniaances, and which are essentially in violation of law. but 
for the abatement of which the remedy provided by law fails. It is 

abatement of nuisances upon private property by or under direction of 
the District government whenever the owner of such proi>erty can not 
be found, the coat of such abatement to be assesaed against the prop- 
erty as a tax, and to be collected in the same manner as other taxes ai-e 
collected. 

Under the act to provide for the drainage of lots, approved May 19, 
1896, 800 sewer and water connections have been made. As in the case 
of the general- miisance laws, difficulty is experienced in requiring the 
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connection of property belonging to nonresidents. For, while the law 
authorizes connections to be made in snch cases, the cost thereof to be 
assessed against the property, the only fund available for the payment 
of such cost, in the first instance, is the emergency fund, which is utterly 
insufficient for the parpose, and the maintenance of which is so impor- 
tant as not to justify, in the judgment of this department, any recom- 
mendation for such use of any part of it. 

In this connection attention is respectfully invited to the condition 
which arises from the present method of enforcing the payment of water 
rent by cutting off the water supply in case of default. While the act 
above referred to requires water and sewer connections to be made, the 
former being practically necessary for the proi>er maintenance of the 
latter, it 0(;casional]y happens that the water supply is cut off by the 
government, thus creating nuisances which the owner or agent some- 
times will not and the tenant can not abate. It is suggested, therefore, 
that from a sanitary standpoint it would be better if the water tax 
were assessed against the property and collected in the same manner 
as other taxes. 

An important advance in the sanitary regulations of the District was 
made by the promulgation by the Commissioners, on April 19, 1897, of 
an amendment to the police regulations making it unlawful to spit on 
any i>art of any street-railway car or other public vehicle. And a still 
more important advance was made by the promulgation three days 
later of regulations governing the use and occupancy of buildings and 
grounds. Prior to the promulgation of the latter, the health depart- 
ment was ])ractically without authority over unsanitary conditions 
existing within occupied buildings, although having the right to 
abate such nuisances as might exist in open lots; but by these regula- 
tions ample authority is, it is believed, granted, so far as lies within the 
autlibrity of the Commissioners. 

Notwithstanding, however, the authority granted by these regula- 
tions and by the various other laws in force in this District, a large 
number of dwellings exist which are totally untit for occupation, and 
for the condemnation and removal of which there is no remedy. This 
condition was brought so forcibly to the attention of the Central Relief 
Committee in tlie course of its charitable labors during the past winter 
that through its etfbrts a bill was i>repared and presentetl to the Com- 
missioners which will, if enacted into law, provide the necessary relief. 
And as a means toward providing better accommodations for the occu- 
pants of such buildings as should and may be demolished, and so as to 
encourage the erection of a better class of dwellings to be rented at 
reasonable rates to those in poor and moderate circumstances, there 
has been organized through this committee a company for the purpose 
of building such dwellings. 

Smole nuisaiwe, — Under date of December 4, 1895, the Commissioners 
directed the committee which had been previously appointed to investi- 
gate the heating and ventilating of school buildings to include in the 
scope of its investigations smoke-prev^enting devices and the most 
practicable method of doing away with the smoke nuisance from soft 
coal in the city of Washington. The committee, of which the health 
officer was a member, after giving the matter careful consideration, pre- 
sented a report under date of January IG, 1897, together with the draft 
of such legislation as was recommended in that report. This legislation, 
in substantially the form i^roposed, was presented to Congress (S. 
3648), but was not acted upon owing to the adjournment on March 4. 
The same measure was again introduced upon the convening of the 
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Filty-flfth Congress (S. 1085) aud is now in tlie Lauds of tlie Conimittee 
on tb« District of Columbia. 

While the smoke nuisance here has not yet attained sneh proportions 
as it lias in some other places, the experience of such places should be 
accepted as a warning not to protTastinate. It has long been ntwpti'd 
as a basis of action by health ofiicials that no one has the right to 
oniieoessarily pollute the atmosphere to the detriment of the comfort, 
hejdth.or property of any other individual or individuals. This ])riuci- 
I»le has been applied to businesses and trades whereby offensive odors 
are generated to the detriment of the neighborhood. In the light of 
present knowledge in reference to the possibility of preventing smoke, 
there seems be no good reason why it should not be simihirly apiilied 
to the generation of smoke, whether accompanied by foul odors or other- 
wise. 

l-'oiidt.—The inspection of food properly embraces the ins])6ction of 
dairies, dairy farms, and dairy iirodncts. of marine products, and of live 
stock, but in view of the differences which exi.st in the laws governing 
these subjects and iu the methods of inspection tbey will be dealt with 
Bcjiamtely. 

Tlie amount of food condemned during the past year by inspectotH of 
this department, and the relative amount of such condemnations for 
each of the past ten years, is ahowu in the accompanying tables.

' In addition to the work sbovn in the preceding table, wliicli repre- 
■ents what is more commouly considered witbiit the ecope of food 
inHpectioDs, there have been analyzed in the chemical laboratory 42 
samples of vinegar, 10 of salad oils, 3 of bntter, 2 of flonr, 8 of ureiim 
of tarbir, 1 of baking [xtwder, and 42 of confections. Of the samples 
of vinegar aualyzed, 35 were purchased as cidev vinegar, but npuri 
analj^sis only 10 were found to be so, the remainder consisting of malt 
TinegAi aud viirioua otiier forum of the mauufactiired product. The 
Ottendiiig dealers were prosecuted in the police court, and convictions 
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secured in 21 cases. Of the ten samples of salad oils, 9 of which were 
imrchased as pare olive oil, 6 were found to be derived from cot- 
ton seed. Prosecutions were brought in 5 cases, and convictions fol- 
lowed. Eight samples of alleged cream of tartar were purchased and 
analyzed. In two instances the article sold was found to be a substi- 
tute, and prosecutions and convictions followed. 

An investigation was made daring the year into the character of the 
confections ordinarily sold in this District; and while in one instance 
sticks of candy were found to be made up entirely of flour and sugar of 
milk, and in another chocolate drops turned out to be flour coated with 
brown clay, with just enough sugar to give it a sweetish taste, and in a 
third gum drops were found to contain lampblack, it may be said in 
general that the materials employed in the manufacture of candy offered 
for sale here, as far as may be learned from the investigation made, are 
not such as would be considered injurious to health ; although, as the 
chemist expresses it, it must be conceded that some of those mentioned 
above might well be dispensed with. 

An effort was made during the ])ast year to secure the passage of a 
more efficient law relating to the adulteration of foods and drugs in the 
District of Columbia (H. R. No. 9842, Fiftyfourth Congress), This biU 
passed the House but was not considered in the Senate. It was, there- 
fore, introduced in the Fifty-fifth Congress (S. Xo. 471), and has passed 
the Senate. An attempt was also made to secure the passage of an act 
to prevent specifically the ailulteration of candy (H. R. No. 8679, Fifty- 
fourth Congress). This bill having failed to pass has been introduced in 
the present Congress (H. R. No. 409), and is now awaiting consideration. 

Drugs. — Owing to the manifold duties devolving upon the chemist, 
it has only been possible to devote a very limited amount of attention 
to the inspection of drugs. Four samples of the tincture of the 
chloride of iron were analyzed and found to be up to standard and 
free from impurities. The same may be said of one sample of pow- 
dered opium and one of precipitated chalk. But of eight samples 
of so-(;alled precipitated sulphur, one was found to consist entirely 
of sublimed sulphur and another contained somewhat over 20 per 
cent of sulphate of calcium; and while, as seems probable from 
the small selling price of this article, the adulterations were possibly 
due to accident either in preparation or dispensing, as the injury to 
the purchaser would liave been quite as great as if there had been 
intentional fraud, i)rosecution8 and convictions followed in each case. 

Asa subject more or less closely allied to drug inspection, attention 
is invited to the need of amendment to tlie law now in force regulating 
the sale of poisons. Several bills for this puri)ose were introduced 
during the Fifty-fourth Congress (H. R. No. 0902, 9080, 10038, and 10332). 
As none of these became laws, a bill for the same purpose has been 
introduced into the present Congress (S. No. 470) and is now under 
consideration. 

Marine prodiwts, — The usual statement as to tbe quantity of marine 
products inspected and condemned during the year will be found in 
Table L.

Attention is again invited to the condition of the fish wharf, at which 
all marine products coming into the District by water are by law 
required to be landed. This wharf is the property of the District, and is 
leased to the highest bidder. It is therefore, or should be, a source of 
revenue. Upon it are unloaded each year millions of oysters, clam.s 
crabs, and fish of various kinds. A very large number of them are oon* 
demned without leaving the wharf, and a very considerable portion of 
the remainder is shucked or cleaned before reraovnl. There is, there- 
fore, an enormous (juantity of condemned material and oft'al which must 
be disposed of each day during the fish season, material which consti- 
tutes during decomposition one of the most offensive forms of refuse. 
The handling and cleaning of these fish, etc., requires also the use ot a 
very considerable quantity of water, some, after being fouled, finding 
its way into the river, but much soaking into the surface of the wharf, 
which is made up of earth and wood. As if to hasten the decomposi- 
tion which is going on in the condemned fish, offal, and filth saturated 
earth and planks the wharf is without shelter of any sort, so that the 
sun's rays find ready access. The entire place is very naturally a source 
of complaint, especially during the fish season. 

It is, therefore, respectfully recommended that this fish wharf be 
equipped with suitable conveniences for carrying on the traffic which 
is by law limited to it. It should be provided witb an impervious sur- 
face, properly graded and guttered, to permit the free and rapid dis- 
charge into the river of all liquid falling thereon, and with shelter to 
exclude the direct rays of the sun. Properly constructed benches, pro- 
vided with suitable receptacles for offal, should be constructed, as 
should also a building for the reception of condemned fish and accumu 
lated oft'al pending its removal to the place of final dis[)Osal. 

Live stock. — Through the provision, during the past year, of a sani- 
tary and food inspector who must be a veterinary surgeon, and shall 
act as inspector of live stock, the health department has been able 
to devote some attention to this branch of the inspection service for 
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the first time in many years. Tlie general cbaracter of stock killed was 
good, most of the diseases found being saeh as would not render the 
earcass, or all of it, unfit tor food. The greatest prevaleuce of serioiis 
disease was found in cows which, having been condemned for dairy 
purposes, were disposed of for shinghter for use as food. While it is 
true that some such animals might be uufit for tho former purpose and 
;et used with impuuity for the latter, trade of this sort demauds the 
closest scratiny. 

lu view of the fa<;t that after slaughter and dressing for market, it is 
in many cases eictremcly difficult, if not Impossible, to determine whether 
meat has or has not coine from diseased animals, it is practically neces- 
sary that the inspection be made betbre or at the time of killing. With 
the limite<l force at the command of this department, such inspection as 
bas been made has extended to only a very small portion of the stock 
actually killed; and in fact without an unreasonable increase in the 
number of live stock inspectors, it can not be otherwise unless there be 
provided a public abattoir and all slaughtering conHned thereto, or 
unless private slau^hterhoustAS be put under the most rigid restrictions 
as to time of killing, etc. As it is believed that the former method is 
preferable, the recommendation contained in the annual report of this 
departroeut for 1805, for the establishment of a public abattoir, is 
respectfully renewed. 

IttjipectioH o/dairies and dairy products. — One of the most important 
duties of the health department is the supervision of the milk supply. 
Mdk is the single article of human food of animal origin which is 
habitually taken in its raw state. It is subject to rapid chemical 
changes, wliifh not oidy interfere with Ita food value, but render it 
capable of producing the most serious results. It is the constant diet 
of iofants ami invalids. And its gross appearance up to the time of 
palpable soaring aSbrds the prospective purchaser practically no infor- 
mation as to its value. For these reasons it is important that the milk 
BUpplyof any commnnit.v receive the closest attention -trom those whose 
duty it is to care for public health. The method of inspection employed 
by this department consistsof (1) the inspection of the places where the 
milk is produced, known as dairy farms; (2) the inspection of the places 
vhere it is kept for sale, known as dairies, and (3) the examination of 
the milk as it is offered for sale. 

Three series of permits are issued in connection with this system of 
fuspecttou: (IJ Uairyfarm permits, authoriiiing the holders to maintain 
dairy farms within the District of Columbia — that is, to keep cows for 
the production of milk for sale; (2) dairy permits, granting the right to 
engage lu the selling of milk as a business; (3) importers' permits, 
granting the right, under certain conditions, to bring or send milk into 
the Disbict of Columbia. During the year 49 dairy-farm permits were 
granted, 'M were refused, and 188 remained in force at the close of the 
year. Of dairy permits, 155 were granted, ^6 were refused, and 540 
remained in force. Importers' permits were issued in 95 cases, none 
were refused, and 4!H5 were outstanding at the close of the year. 

Inspection of dairy farm». — Some idea of the difhculties connected 
vith the regulalion of the milk tralhc may be obtained from the state- 
ment that theniitk supplied from the adjoining States comes from !>, 317 
cows, owned by ."ilO farmers, and that from the District comes from 
l,Zai\ cows, owned by 104 farmers. There are, therefore, engaged in 
the milk bnsinesaof this District, as producers, 704 persons with 1U,C73 
cows. 

lu the inspection of the dairy farms the examination of the cattle is, 
1509 3 
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of course, intrusted to veterinary surgeons. Cattle in the District are 
examined by an inspe(*tor from tbis department. Tbose in the adjoin- 
ing States are examined by veterinarians employed by the farmers, 
certificates showing tbe result of such examinations being filed with th« 
application for x>ermi8.sion to bring or seyd milk into the District. Tbe 
inspection of cattle within tbe District is made i>eriodicany. The ex- 
amination of those in tbe adjoining States is required only once, as a 
preliminary to tbe issue of an importer's permit; if any decondarr 
examinations of such cattle are made, tbe result is never reported to the 
health department. In neither instance is the tuberculiue test used, 
not because of any hick of confidence on the part of this departmeut^ 
but because of the lack of the necessary funds. 

Tbe result of the examination of cattle as outlined above, taken as a 
whole, has been very unsatisfactory. Outside of the District tbe veter- 
inarian acts as the agent of the farmer; within the District he is tbe 
agent of tbe people who use the milk. The difference in the result is 
shown by tbe difference between the percentage of cows which have been 
condemned by veterinarians m tbe adjoining States as reiK>rted by 
them, and tbe ])ercentage of condemnations witbin tbe District by tbe 
inspector of the health department. In tbe primary examination of 
9,317 cows in tbe adjoining States by local veterinarians, 52 were con- 
denmed, being 0.56 per cent, while in tbe primary inspection oi 1,356 
cows within the District, by tbe health <le|)artment, 35 or 2.59 per cent 
were condemned. Tbe unreliable character of tbe inspection in the 
adjoining States, and tbe fact that diseased cows do exist there in no 
inconsiderable number, is sbown by tbe fact that of tbe 52 cows reported 
as bad, 45 were reported by a single veterinarian, one wbose edac-atioD 
and professional standing leave no doubt as to tbe accuracy of his 
observation and correctness of bis judgment. These facts are further 
emi)basized by tbe discovery in 23 lierds in tbose States, upon iii8])ec- 
tion l)y tbis department, of 2.» cattle unfit for dairy ]mrposes. Tbe 
statement of these li«;nres may seem liarsb. Tbey are, liowever, taken 
from tbe oHicial records. Tbis (lei)artment <*an not help drawing from 
tbem tbe conclusion that while an ollicial inspector from tbe bealtb 
department interjuets tbe results of his examination of a cow from tbe 
8tand]K)int of public health, the veterinarian in the service of the farmer 
is inclined to attach too much weij^ht to the cominercial aspects of tbe 
case. 

The inspection of the dairy farms tliemselves is ui)on the same basis- 
as the inspection of the cattle. Those in tbe District are inspected 
periodically by this department, while no inspection whatsoever is made 
of those in the States. In the cascof the latter, the health department 
dei)en<ls ui)on the statement of the api)licant for an importer's permit, 
at thetimeof makin<; application. After such ])(Minit has been granted, 
tbe condition of the i'arm and cattle is l>eyond the knowledge of the 
dei)artment. Tbe dilVerence in the result is shown by the fact that 
while 40 per cent of the dairy farms insj)ected by the lu»alth department 
during tbe past year were found to be in such condition as to necessi- 
tate the refusal of ])ermits for their maintenance, in not one instance in 
wiiich tbe farm was located in a State, and its condition reporte<l by 
tbe applicant, have any conditions existed which would justify the 
refusal of a ]>ermit to bring the milk there produced into the District. 

It is not ])0S8ible to believe that the condition of tbe dairy farms and 
of tbe cattle in Maryland and Virginia Is so much superior to that of 
those in tbe District of Columbia, as would appear from the figures 
which have been given, even after taking into consideration tbe fact 
that many of the dairy farms in the J)istrict are small tracts lying 



trithin the city or its suburbe. The ouly coDcItisiou w]>ich seems pos- 

■ible is tbat tbe people of the District are driiikiug a very considerable 

fqiiantity of milk from diseased cows, and even 1001*6 from cows whicli 

ire subjected to tbe influences of tiusanitary suri'oundiiigs, and whose 

nilk is kept for a gre-ater or less time in such snrroandiiigs. The 

wmedy for this condition would not be far to seek if it were possible to 

famine the milk and to determine therefrom the condition of the cow 

r cows from which it was taken, and the character of the snrrouiid- 

igs. As, however, this cau not be done, the ouly remedy lies in the 

^appointment of a sufficient number of inspectors to investigate from 

■time to time the dairy farms in the adjoining States. The right to do 

[this is conceded by each appUcant for an importer's permit, and his 

Kf>ermit la issued subject to this condition. 

1 8uch an insj>ection as might be made niider the present law if the 
necessary force were furnished would be sufficient if all producers of 
luilk could be relied npon to discontinue the sale of milk from diseased 
cows when they were pointed out by the inspector. But there is no 
reason to believe that such would be the case, the probabilities being that 
in some instances the farmer would, as soon as the insi)ector was nnt 
of sight, resume tbe use of such milk. The remedy seems to lie in the 
I tagging and registration of all cows supplying milk for this District as 
b goon as possible after they ure put to such use. The inauguration of such 
I a system would involve a considerable outlay of time and money, but 
f alter tliat the cost of its maintenance in connection with a proper sys- 
tem of iDS{)ection of the farms (which is essential in any case) would 
not be prohibitive. Legislation to this end was proposed at the recent 
sessions of Congress (H. It. No. 9645, Fifty-fourth Congress; S. No, 
1U84, Fifty fllt)i Congress) and met with (^x>nsiderable opposition from 
some of the milk iloalers and producers, the chief argument being that 
-tagging and registration of the cows would not prevent them from hav 
dug acnte diseases, and bad milk thus finding its way into tbe markets, 
"Bat this hardly constitutes 11 valid reason why eifort should not be 
made to j)revent the sale of milk from cows suffering from chronic 
liseaaes. I .im convinced that some such method must be adopted if the 
laJe of mitk from diseased cows is tn be checkeil, or it must be made 
irimafncieevideuceof the sale of milk IVom such cows if they be found 
D the herd fiiim which milk is taken lor sale. 

Whether either of these melhoiU be iidupted or not, it is evident that 
10 satisfactory result can be obtiitued unless provision be made for the 
tespeotiou of dairy farms in the adjoining States by representatives of 
this department. As a beginning toward this end, que additional 
inspector in asked ftir for this puriwse, with such increase in the con- 
tingent fund iis is necessary to pay for traveling expenses. 

JnapectioH of dairies. — The inspection of places where milk is kept 
«r otfered tor sale is now made a part of the duty of tbe inspector of 
lairy products. While the assignment of thi.s work to him has ueces- 
larily diminished the amount of work done iu the chemical latioratory, 
ifae reSDlt, a.s shoVu in the imjiroved sanitary coudition of the dairies, 
IBS amply compensated for this loss. Watered milk and skimmed milk 
ae not nearly so dangerous, Irom a sanitary point of view, as is dirty 
milk, and tins condition is liest prevented by reiiuiriug proper facilities 
fi>T storing and selling it. An earnest effort is being made in this direc- 
^on, through tbe enfonement of the dairy regulations. 

Bo far as relates to the milk trafiic itself — tbat is, independently of 
he production of mUk~the most important indication to be met at the 
_H%Hent time is the regulation of the temperature of the milk during 
Btorage and sale. The rapidity with which it undergoes cVva.\\%e'fe,"s»Vfevi 
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kept at a favoijng temperature, and tbe serious results which frequenUy 
follow the use of milk which has undergone such changes fully warrant 
legal measures to secure its preservation under proper conditions until 
delivered to the consumer — that is, to require the immediate cooling of 
the milk after milking to a temperature not exceeding 60^ F. and its 
maintenance at this temi)erature until the time of its delivery. As at 
present, in some cases owing to ignorance and in others because of the 
slight additional expense involved, much of the milk which is sold is 
not kept in this condition it is recommended that legislation be secured 
to re<][uire this to be done. 

Analysis of milk. — There have been analyzed during the year 244 
samples of milk, 6 of cream, 13 of condensed milk, and 1 of '< evapo- 
rated cream.'' 

Of the entire number of samples of milk which have been analyzed 
7.4 per cent had been watered, 10.25 per cent had been skimmed, and 
3 per cent had been both watered and skimmed; 20.65 per cent of the 
entire number had been tampered with. Of the samples oollected bj 
this oMce from railroad stations 11 per cent were adulterated, while of 
those collected at random throughout the city 28 per cent had been 
tampered with, from which it is apparent that much of the sophisti- 
cated milk sold in the city is the product of local enterprise. 

The average composition of 193 samples of pure milk is shown in the 
following table: 

Average oompoeitian of milk in ike District of Columbia 189&^7, 
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The poorest unadulterated sample was collected June 11, 1897, and 
showed 11.85 per cent solids and 3 per cent fat. 

The analyses of cream showed an average of 16.44 per cent butter 
fat. In the absence of any fixed legal standard for this article it is 
impossible to state just when a given siimple should be classed as cream, 
exce[)t from the name given it by the seller. Purchasers of this article 
under contract are, of course, able to protect themselves by specifying 
a cream containing a given percentage of fat, but the private consumer 
is at the mercy of the dealer. It is respectfully recommended that the 
standard of cream be fixed by law as 20 per cent butter fat. 

The analysis of condensed milk was undertaken largel}^ because of a 
belief that the cheaper brands of this article were made of skimmed 
milk. In the examination of 14 samples, all of the cheaper grades, 
there was no evidence found to support this idea. The cheapness is 
brought about by the free admixture of sugar, but in the absence of any 
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legal staiidard for condensed milk tbiscannotbecon^iideredas an adul- 
terant. \o preservarives (except sugar) were funiid, except in one 
sample labeled "Evaporated Creain,'' which contained boric acid, 

r;AHUAOK AND DEAD ANIMALS. 

The amonnt of garbage collected during the past yenr was 1S,928 
tons, au increase ot 1,658 tons since last year. The average collection 
jwr thousaud inhabitants per annum was tlierelbre 08^4 teas, and the 
average collection per day 51.84 tons. 

The number of dead animals collected was 7,11)1, being 551 less than 
during the year 1895-00, and an average of 19,82 per day. 

The total number of complaints of improper collection of garbage 
or dead animals was 703, au average of 2.09 per day. In view of the 
fact that approximately 40 per cent of these complaints were found to 
originate from causes over which the garbage contractor bad uo control, 
tht' service, ao far as collection was concerned, has been very satisfactory. 

The same can not be said, however, in reference to disposal. The 
Brown garbage crematory, at the foot of South Capitol street, thti 
operation of which, from a sanitary standpoint, has been satisfactory, 
has been closed for about six months because of business dtfl'ereneeB 
between the contractor lor the collection and disposal of garbage and 
the builder of the furnace; and the Smith crematory which was erected 
on square (j3, and began operations January 20, 1897, has been the 
source of much complaint, some of which, in the opinion of this depart- 
ment, have not been altogether without foundation. The result has 
beei^hat during a greater part of the year garbage which should have 
been cremated has been disposed of by the method formerly in vogue, 
viz. removal in open scows to the banks of the Potomac, beyond the 
limits of the Distiict of Colnmhia, for use by the farmers, it is allege<t, 
as a fertiliser. And while the smaller dead animals have been burned, 
no serious attempt has been made to do this with the larger sorts. 

The cost of the above service as by the contract has been $57,000. 
of which 155,974 has been paid to the contractor, $1,022 to inspectors 
Appointed by the Commissioners for duty in connection with the gar- 
bage service, and ^^4 deducted for neglect. The cost, therefore, to the 
District for the collection and disposal of garbage and dead animals 
per thousand inhabitants per annum has been $203.80, and the cost per 
collection over the entire collection area has been approximately $200. 
The cost per thousand inhabitants per collection has been bet 04 cents.

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COI.LKCTION OF HKFVSE. 

Meutioii liiiviu^ just been made as to the eollet-tion and removal of 
garbage and ilcatl animals, attention may iiroperly be invited at this 
imint to the urgent necessity for the collection of all sorts of refuse by 
tliegoveiiiment. The health of a community depends quite as much 
upon municipal cleanliness as does the lieiilth of the individual uiiori 
[lerAonal liygiene, yet this District makes no provision for the I'enioval 
or disposal of refuse other than garbage, dead imiiiials, and xtreet sweep- 
ings (except, of conrae. as is provided bytlie system of sewers). There 
remains a large amount of material os'er and abi>ve these, as night soil, 
ashesigenvral refuse from dwellings and stores, etc., for tlie removal and 
di8|>osal of which eacli citi/en is left more or less (o his own devices. 

XiffhtKoil. — The collection of night soil is entirely a matter of private 
enterprise, the only restrii-tion being the rc(|iiireinent that it shall be 
removed and Iransporteil so as to jirevent it from being agitated or 
exposed to the open air. and th:Lt it shull not be deposited in any place 
not ai)provcd by the health departuicnt. The business is at present 
entirely iu the hiinds of a single individual, who collects such material 
and disposes of it in pits located at an isoUit^'d point on a branch of the 
Potomac some di-stance below the city. The iisnal am()Uiit charged for 
removal is *1 jut barrel, which usually represents the conteuts of a 
single box. There were removed during the year JusI euded 7,759 bar- 
rels, which, as sliown by tlie reports of the collector, is the smallest 
annual collection recorded within the jnisr fifteen years, the amount for 
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the preceding year having beeu 11,300 barrels. It is of course diflicult 
U> ileteriiiiiie to what extent tbis decrease is due to the replacement of 
existing box privies by water-closets, bat it is probably partly accounted 
for in tbia manner. 

It is interesting to compare tlie amount of uigbt soil removed 
annually with the number of box privies in the District of Columbia 
a» indicated by the house-to-house inspection made in 1893-94' under 
direction of Health Officer Hammett. If, as shown by that inspection, 
there were 8,059 i)rivie8 within the city of Washington, and a totiil of 
14,092 within the entire District, the number of barrels of night soil 
rei>orted as removed during that year, Il,ii84, indicates that a veiy 
considerable number were not cleaned more than once daring the year, 
even if a certain amount of such work was done by persons other than 
tlie regular collector. The same condition apparently prevaileil Iroth 
before and after that period. 

The very general neglect of persons using box privies to caase the 
Bume to be properly cleaned, except under compulson, is further shown 
ty the feet that during the year 1894-95 there were 9,720 barrels of 
Bight soil removed, of which 4,372, or 45 per c«nt, were removed as ilie 
result of notices from the health department. During the foUowini^: 
.year, of H,3lMl barrels jemoved, 5.189, or 40 per cent, were removed as 
the result of notices, and during the year just ended, of 7,7.')9 barrels 
removed, 4,037, or 00 per cent, were removed under compnision. 

The geuenil charm'ter of the str^^^tH^eH themselves used for privy 
purposes is shown by the inspectors' reports, which indicate that dur- 
ing the past year 4,897 were filthy and .JTiS had leaky boxes. 

The remedy for the condition described above apjiears to be the col- 
lection of night soil by the government, either under contract or by 
day labor, combined with a system of registration of privies. Eiu]\ 
privy should be emptied regularly, whether full or not. Just as in the 
case of garbage reoe])tacles ; and if the work were done under the 
supervision of the government, each such pim'e would be inspected as 
often as cleaned, and its maintenance in proper condition could be 
enforced. The cost of such service might, if necessary, be raised by a tax 
cm the privies themselves, but, in view of the fact that the use of the 
sewers for a similar purpose is granted without cost for such as make 
connertiona therewith, a more equitable basis of payment would appear 
to be from the general taxes, to ^hich an exception might be made in 
the case of premises maintaining box privies after sewer facilities were 
available. The plan above outlined is respectfully submitted (or con- 
aideratiou. 

The regulation of privies themselves is provided for in a bill to regu- 
late the disposal of certain forms of refuse in the Bistriet of Uolumbia 
{S. No, 1268) which is now [tending in the Senate. 

Aahts. — The keeping of ashes and the freiiuency and method of 
removal and disposal are at present entirely without control or super 
Tision. While not m themselves uuisancea if properly cared for, it i.< 
believed that they as well as other forms of refuse should, in the inter- 
est of cleanliness and for the convenience of citizens, be removed by 
the goverument either under contract or by day labor. The cost of 
BBch service to the citizen would probably be no greater than at present, 
■when he must pay the ash man from time to time for removing sneb 
ashes as at^camulate. ' 

Miacellaiifoug re/me. — In addition to the various forms of refuse which 
bave heretofore been eonsidered, there remains a largo amount which 
:accumnlates about dwelling houses, stores, offices, and shops, such as 
waste paper of all sorts, sweepings, packing from boxe^, etc., for the 
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collection and disposal of which no provision is made. The remoTal of 
this is, effected Id the same manner as that of ashes, viz, by oecasioiial 
calls of the ash man. It is also disposed of in the same manner as asbea, 
viz, by deposit npon lowlands. But while ashes so deposited form a 
fairly good filling and do not cause nuisance, the same is not true of 
this class of refuse, which, if not burned, makes a spougy, elastic soil; 
that is, as much of it as is not strewn over the streets and a<^aeent 
premises by the wind and not carried away by the men, women, aod 
children who visit the dumps for salvage, and, if an attempt be made 
to burn it, causes a widely diffused nuisance by the foul smoke resulting 
therefrom. 

An effort has been made for the past two years to obtain au appro- 
priation for the puri)ose of securing the erection of furnaces for the 
reception and destruction of this material, but thus far without success. 
The recommendation for such an ap])ropriation is therefore respectfally 
renewed. It is respectfully submitted, however, that the duty of the 
Government will not be ]>erformed until provision has been made for 
the collection of this material as well as for its disposal. 

It is believed that there might be organized a system for the collec- 
tion and disposal of all of the before mentioned forms of refuse with 
greater economy and convenience to the citizen tlum the present method, 
and with advantage to the community from a sanitary standpoint. The 
disposal of sweepings and ashes might be continued as at present^ the 
garbage either cremated or reduced, and the night soil cremated or dis 
I)Osed of by the method now in vogue. The general refuse, which should 
in any case be collected separately, would appear from recent reports 
to form a valuable fuel for use in connection with either the cremation 
or reduction of garbage and night soil. The cost of the service out- 
lined above, in excess of the exi)ense incident to the service now ren- 
dered, might, if necessary, be paid by a graduated house tax, probably 
without entailing greater exjiense upon the householder than the present 
method. 

The foregoing is a bare outline of the needs of the District in the 
way of i)ublic scavenfj^er service. To fill in the details requires au 
amount of time and labor which is not at the disposal of the health 
department. If, therefore, the plan soeins to be worthy of further 
development it is sug^^ested as one of the reasons why addititional 
clerical aid should be afforded this department, as has been requested 
in the estimates submitted. 

POUND SERVICE. 

There have been impoundcHl during the year just ended 2,902 dogs, 
60 horses, 12 mules, l.i cows, I hog, 1) goats, and 7 geese — or 3,004 ani- 
mals of all kinds. Of these, 2,710 were kille<l, 72 were sold, and 282 
were redeemed by their owners. The total amount received from the 
pound service in the way of fees and proceeds from sales was $520.25, 
while the expenses, exclusive of salaries, were $485.14. Both of these 
amounts include the cost of feeding impounded horses, mules, and 
cows; a«, although it is necessary for the owners of such animals to 
pay this amount before the animals can be released, or for the health 
ofticer to deduct it from the proceeds of their sale, under the i)resent 
system of accounts it must be deposited in the United States Treasury 
as one of the receipts of the office. The expenses and receipts of the 
l>ound service are, therefore, both made to ai)pear larger by this system 
than they properly should. 
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A dt^tailed statement of the work of the i>ouDd dnring tlie past year 
aDfl it comparative stntemeut covering the past fourteen years is given 
in tbe following table :

Under section 4 of an ordinance to amend "An ordinance to pre- 
l Vent domestic animals from running at large within the cities of WasL- 
I ington and Georgetown," jiassed by tbe board of health Miiy 10, 1S71, 
t »nd legalized by Congress by a .joint resolution approved Ai)i-il 24, 
[ 188U, and by iin act appmved August 7, 1894, all proceeds from the sale 
; of impounde<i animal!^ over and above the charges and expenses, if 
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unclaimed for a period of one year, are to be used by the health offioer 
for sanitary parposes. Until June 25, 1895, it had been castomary, 
however, to deposit this balance as a part of the pound fees, the Dis- 
trict only receiving the benefit indirectly^ as in the case of any oth^ 
receipt. But under the date above mentioned the right of the health 
officer to use this amount as a ^^ sanitary fund" was sustained by the 
Comptroller of the Treasury. The amount deposited to the credit of 
this fund since that time and still remaining available is $22.15. 

Attention is invited to the diminution in the amount of pound fees, 
and probably also in the amount of the receipts for dog licenses, through 
the ruling of the attorney for the District that the requirement of the 
act of June 19, 1878, that the pound master seize all dogs found running 
at large without the tax tag, impound them, and if they be not 
redeemed within forty-eight hours, sell or destroy them, is void. Under 
this ruling licensed dogs running at large, although without the tax 
tag, should not be impounded, and if impounded must be released 
without payment of fee, upon the presentation of the collector's receipt 
for the tax. As it is impossible to distinguish a licensed dog from one 
which is not licensed, except by the ta^, many licensed dogs without 
tags are impounded, only to be released upon the presentation of the 
receipt. The work of the pound service is thus increased without any 
return therefor. The amount of the receipts for dog licenses is proba- 
bly also diminished by the payment of one license for two dogs; the one 
not described on the collector's receipt wearing the tag, and thereby 
being protected from the i)ound men; while the release of the other, if 
it be impounded, is secured without expense by i)resenting the collec- 
tor's receipt in which its description appears. 

The urgent need for a new i>ound demands serious consideration. 
The structure at present used for that i)urpose is a disgrace to the com- 
munity. When first built, in 1871, it was intended merely as a tempo- 
rary arrangement for the aeeomtnodatiou of stray animals, as is indicated 
by its location in the middle of the roadway at the intersection of 
Twenty-tliird street, C strt^et, and New York avenue. Its proposed tein 
porary character was, however, apparently soon lost sight of, and in 
1880 it was enlarged to its present size, viz, 40 by IM) feet, it is not 
yet of suitable size or construetion for the i)ro])er accommodation of 
iuii)ounded animals and of the apparatus and horses used in the service. 
There is scarcely anything* connected with the establishment that 
does not need to be repaired or replaced. The dog i)ens are too small. 
The heavy wagon used for the conveyance of do^s in the city must be 
used for C(mntry work to the detriment of the horses. Xo provision 
exists for the destruction of animals by modiMii methods, which, while 
])rol)ably no less i)ainful than that now euiployed, viz, by shooting, are 
certainly less repugnant and have less tendency to brutalize those 
responsible for their operation. 

I respectfully renew, therefore, my juevious rcH-onnnendation that a 
suitable site be purchased and a permanent buildinji" be constructed for 
the acconiuiodation of all the i)araphernalia of the pound service and 
of inii)ounded animals of all kinds, and ])rovi(led with improved appa- 
ratus for destroying such animals as must meet tins fate. 

In view of the fact that sonu» of the horses in the service of the health 
department must necessarily be provided lor at th(»]>ound. it is respect- 
fully recommended that provision be made for caring for all such horses 
there, instead of stabling them in rented quarters, as at ])resent. 

The estimated cost of making the imjuovement outlined above is 
$10,000, which amount is included in the estimates of this department 
for the ensuing year. 
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The following table shows the niimber of cases in which warraiite 
■were issued at the iostaiice of this departuieDt for the arrest of jiersons 
alleged to be guilty of having \'iolated the various sanitary laws, nud 
theoutiOome of their issue: 
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In view of the almost nnifbriu practice of the conrt of dismissiug 
easea in which the miisances have been abated after the isaae of war- 
rants and before the cases come to trial, a large number of such cases 
hutve been abandoned. The number is larger than it would otherwise 
he. because of the fi-eqneucy with which cases are continued by the 
court after having been referred to it. The i>ractice of continuing cases 
in which prosecution is instituted by the heiilth department is bad in 
its offect, because the i)ersons prosei-uted have almost uniformly been 
granted ampietimet4> comply with thelaw before warrants were requested. 
Tlie continuance of such cases therefore [)ennit8 unnecessarily the con- 
tinuance of nuisances. Similarly the dismissing of cases in which 
nnisaucea have been abated alter tlie issue of wurrants has the same 
eSect, for notice having been given to abate the nuisance within a spe- 
cified time, failure to comply within that time would appear to consti- 
tnte a violation of law, which could not be purged by any subsequent 
.compliance. The practice of permitting a subsequent compliance to be 
offered as a good defense, antl oltcn granting time in which to make such 
compliance, has tht'tcfoif the cll'eirt of inducing noncompliance witli the 
notices originally served by iliL> liealrh department, and thns of increas- 
ing the work of the <lepartnn'iit, <if tlje prosecuting alttirneys, and of 
the coorts. The matter is one, however, over which the department 
itas no control. 
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Of 361 warrants issued, 101 have been canceled for the reasons stated 
abovje, and 6 have been canceled becanse the police have been unable 
to find the parties against whom they were issued. In one case col- 
lateral was forfeited. The entire number of oases, therefore, which 
came to trial was 253. In 94 per cent of these convictions were seemed, 
but in only 43 per cent of convicted cases were penalties enfor<^. In 
the remainder, sentence was susi)ended in 4 cases and personal bonds 
taken in 132. The total amount of fines collects was 9477. 

It is interesting to note that 47 i)er cent of all warrants were issued 
for nuisances resulting from privies. 

LEGISLATION. 

The past year has been marked by great progress in the direction of 
securiug necessary changes in the laws relating to sanitation in the Dis- 
trict and to allied subjects. For the preparation of some of these laws 
and aid iu the preparation of others, and for valuable assistance iu 
securing their pro])er presentation to Congress, thanks are due to tbe 
Medical Society of tbe District of Columbia and to the Wasbiugton 
Homeopathic Medical Society. 

Eefereuce has already been ma^le to the promulgation by the Com- 
missioners of a regulation forbidding spitting in public conveyances, 
and others regulating the use and occupancy of buildings and grounds; 
also to the passage by Congress of laws to punish the impersonation of 
inspectors, to authorize the Commissioners to charge a fee for tran- 
scripts from the records, and to iirevent the spread of contagious dis- 
eases; and certain laws passed by the Fifty- fourth Congress during 
the first session have been referred to in the preceding report of this 
dei)artment. It is therefore sufficient now to give the following sum- 
mary of the status of legislation at the close of the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress and at the close of the extraordinary session of the Fifty-fitth. 
Those bills introduced at the Fifty-fourth si^ssion and not passed are 
of course dead, wliile those introduced in the Fifty-fifth Congress are 
pending at the present time.

EASTERN BRANCH FLATS. 

Ill the report of this department for 1894-95 attention was brieliy 
invited to the necessity for improving the vast tract of marsh located 
in the Eastern Branch or Anaeostia Iviver; and in the present rei>ort 
reference lias already been made to the high death rate in the eastern 
section of the District when compared with the death rate for the entire 
portion of the District in which conditions of life are similar, which, it 
may fairly be assumed, is, to a certain extent at least, due to the i>res- 
ence of this marsh. But even the death rate can give no adiHjuate 
idea of the injurious iuHuence arising from this place, because the dis- 
enses most likely to result therefrom are not such as are in themselves 
commoTily fatal, or, if so, act through such long periods of time as to 
render it likelv that manv of those who contract such diseases in rhis 
vicinity die elsewhere. For instance, malarial infection, which appears 
to bear the closest relation to the i)roximiiy of marsh land, is not often 
fatal in the forms in which it 0(*eurs in tlie Distriitt of Columbia; so 
that in the absence of any com]>uls(uy report of eases it is impossible 
to determine the (wtentfo which it j)revails. Simil.irly, the occurrence 
of pulmonary consumption is favored by a residence upo.i or near a 
damp soil; but in the absence of morbidity reports tin* relative (b'gree 
to which this disease originates in the various sections of the District 
can not be estimated. Even, therefore, if the excess of the death rate 
in the Eastern Branch section over that for the count v as a wlrole 
(,^5.81^ j)er 1,000 for the former as compared with li7.!)li for the latter) be 
partly due to causes other than the presence of this great marsh, which 
is i)robably the cases or even if it w<'re wholly due to other causes, 
which there is no reason to believe, this department C(»uld not hesitate 
to urge the immediate improvement of these flats, upon the basis of 
general observation and experience of sanitarians as to the unwhole- 
someness of such conditions as now exist. 

imprc)VE1vi>:nt of the skwer system. 

So much attention has been given within the i)ast few years to the 
study of the sewerage system of this District, with the view of efi'ect- 
iug necessary improvements, that it would seem almost needless for this 
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deiiartmeot to invite attention at tbe piesent time to the necessity 
Uierefor. Hut wLile the eyatem has been ntiulied and plana for its 
■iiiipiovenient have been carefully prepaiwl, the labor thus expended 
■will not bear fruit within the lifetime of the present generation if the 
preseDt piecemeal jtoliey of construction be followed. 

In order to reali/.e the rate of progress toward the completion of such 
improvements as liave been pointed out as necessary, we muiit consider 
the length of time which has been consumed in bringing the work to its 
present stage. The present agitation may be said to have bad its start- 
ing point June 1.3, 1S78, when the Senate anthorized a conunittee to sit 
during the recess of Congress "to consider and examine into various 
plans for the improvement of the system of sewerage and the sanitary 
condition of the District of Columbia." The appointment of this com- 
mittee seems to have terminated in the imblication of several rather 
elaborate reports upon the sewerage of l*"nropean cities, with numerous 
plans for the improvement of the sewerage of Washington (see Mis. Docs. 
Sos. i;j. 17, 19, and 25, Forty-Iifth Congress, third session), but no practi- 
cal results were accomplished. 

Eleven years passed before the nest step was tnkea, Tlieu the Dis- 
trict appropriation act, approved March 2, 1889, pro\ided for the 
appointment by the President of the I'nited States of three compe- 
tent sanitary engineers to examine and report upon the system of 
sewerage existing in the District of Coiumbiii, together with such sug- 
gestions and recommendations as might to them seem necessary and 
desirable for the modification and extension of the sivme. The report 
of tlie committee appointt-d under this act was publislied during the 
following year, 1890 (see Ex. Doc. 445, Fifty-first Congress, first ses- 
sion). The di»t>osaI of the city's sewage by the system of drainage in 
operation at the tune of tlie investigations of this committee, which is 
practically that now in use, was found defective. At fourteen points 
along the Potomac and at eight on the Eastern Branch sewers of 
various sizes discharged their contents; and because of the relation 
existing between the tides and the current this discharge was fre- 
4)uent]y not carried off, hut osciHateti along the river front, settling 
along the shores, on the bottom, and on the flats; there it formed a 
breeding place for various forms of microorganisms and gradually 
underwent decomposition, with the usual accompaniments in the way 
■of deleterious and foul gases. This condition was much worse in the 
Eastern Branch than on the Potomac because of the relatively small 
volume of the stream and the presence of so mnch shallow water and 
swamp. In addition to this irajmnier disposal of sewage after its dis- 
charge, certain points of the sewer system within the city itself were 
found to 1ms soui-ces of nuisances, viz, the Bstreet outlet canal, the 
James Creek Canal, and the lower portion of Rock Creek. 

In the presence of fiui'h conditions the board of aiuiitiiry engineers 
found it necessary to devise a plnn whereby all sewage of the city 
would be disposed of in such a manner as to prevent its depnsit within 
the immediate vicinity of tlio city, and by which the open sewers above 
referred to would be elosed and other existing defects of more or less 
imiwrtance corrected. To this end it recommended the establishment 
of pumping stations, and the discharge of the entire output of tbe 
Potomac River at a point some distance below GieSboro, with numerous 
changes in the present sewer system. Practically this plan has been 
ndopted by (Congress, and appropriations have been made for the con- 
Btmction of jjortions of the proposed work. But by this piecemeal 
method of constructmn it is to be feared that the i>opulation will out- 
grow the plans before the work is completed; so that the present 
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generatton after paying the cost will not have the use or benefit of (te 
aewerjSi and the next generation will have to devise and pay fixr a amr- 
age-dispoBal echeme of its own* In view of the fbct^ tnerefbrey tint 
more than flfbeeu years have already elapsed sinee the need of fanpror- 
ing the sewer system of this District was first realieedy and so little 
progress has been made toward the completion of the work which hsi 
been outlined for that porposei steps should be taken to hasten that 
end.

BEFORT OF HEDICAL SANITART IKSFECTOB. 

Snt: I have tbe lionor to submit the following report of work done 
In the scarlet fever aud diphtheria service during the hecal year ended 
TaneTO, 1897: 

Of diphtheria there have been reported 620 cases, an increase of 20-1 
over the nnmher reported last year, and the largest nnmber that has 
couie to the knowledge of this department since the passage of thw act 
to prevent the spread of scartlet fever and diphtheria December 20, 
1890. This apparent increase in the prevalence of this disease is not, 
however, pecniiar to the District of Columbia, bat has been noted over 
the northern, central, and eastein parts of the country, as appears from 
Table I. In this table is shown the uumber of cases of diphtheria, 
population, etc., of 15 large cities, selected as representatives of the 
sections in which they are situated. Au examination of it shows that 
the District of Columbia (Washington) stands ninth in the list as 
regards the unmber of cases per each 10,000 of population, eleventh 
according to the death rate, aud eleventh in the uumber of deaths per 
10,000. Those places which had a smaller number of cases per 10,000, 
viz, San Francisco, Atlanta, and New Orleans, are situated in warm 
localities and not subject to sudden and marked vaiiatione in temper- 
ature, etc. 
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A large number of the cases brought to the attention of the office, 

^ belong to tliat class not heretofore reported by physicians, and in which 
h ppsitive diagnosis was only possible by bacteriological examination. 
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Tbe importance of recognizing and quarantining sach cases, which pre- 
sent no characteristic symptoms of the disease, bat in which the Kleb»- 
Lii'ffler bacilli are present, is shown by the experience of this department 
last autumn and winter. By referring to Table II, it is uotea that i& 
September and October the mortality was high.

During the month of October the fact that there were a number of 
cases of diphtheria in the city was commented on from day to day by 
the iiew8i)apersai)d ])roduced a feeling of uneasiness to such an extent 
that physicians ai)parently took cultures from all the sore throats that 
cjini(?i under observation, l^y tliis means many cases among persons 
who x>ossessed a considerable decree of immunity were discovered and 
(luarantined, wliieh, if allowed to go abroad would probably have infected 
others more su8eei)tible, and our death rate would have continued high. 
Instead of this it was reduced to 8.1 per cent in November and 11.2 per 
(dentin December, the months when the mortality is usually highest. 
After a time the panic (!) subsided, fewer cultures were sent in, more 
"bacteriological" eases were allowed to go about, and the mortality 
went up again. The relation between the number of primary cultures 
examined and the rate of mortality for six mouths, from September to 
February, inclusive, is as follows: 
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Per cent. 
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Of the total number of cases of diphtheria reported only 22.1, or 15.5 
l)erceut per each 10,000, were colored, while the disease occurred among 
the white portion of our population in the proportion of 25.5 per each 
10,000. The death rate among the colored, however, was much higher 
than among the whites, viz, 23..S ]>er cent against IC.l per cent, due 
pn)bably in great part to the want of x)roper attention and food that 
exists among the poor, the great majority of whom are colored. Many 



Bticb patients received good medical atteiitioTi. but uot haviug proper 
pursing and food, were allowed to leave their beds, walk about, eat 
ndi^atible food, and in mauy waya were not gaarded from the fatal 
laralysis that caused tlie death of most of them. 

It is gratifying to note the general decrease in the mortality ft-om 
iliis disease. It is now 17.7 per cent lower tUau it has been at anytime 
lince data have been available for its calculation, and a decrease from 
ast year of 5.C per cent, due, as before stated, to the sequestration of 
the so-called "bacteriological" cases and to the use of diphtheria anti- 
toxic serum. 

The treatment of diphtheria by antitoxic serum can not be too luyiily 
commended, as ia shown by the great difference in mort^ility among 
those cases in which antitoxin waa used as compared with the mor- 
tality among those in which it was not, as shown by Table IIL 
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Itwas administered inoiily 45.9 per centof the total nnmberof cases 
reported, with a death rate of 7.3 ]ier ceut; while among those not so 
treated it was 'J6.6 per cent. By reference to this table it will bi- noted 
tliat the greatest difference in mortality is among those between 3 aiidti 
years of age. Of those treated with antito.xin only ."J.! per cent died, 
while 37.9 per cent of those uot so treated succumbed to the disease. 
It will also be remarked that of 53 persons above 12 years of age not 
«ne died after the use of this remedy, while of 74 to whom it was not 
administered 4 succumbed. 

Early last fall this department abandoned the plan of producing its 
owunntitosin and baa since purchased it in open market, which arrange- 
ment has been very satisfactory. 

I have seen no reason to change the statement made in my last report 
that bad sanitadon, unhygienic surroundings, absence of sewers, and 
poverty do uot favor the appearanie of the diseases diphtheria and 
scarlatina. During the year 577 inspections have been made, with the 
following result :

According to tlie population, however, it occurred to a greater extent 
ii) the ninth, first, sixth, and eighth police precmcts. It will be noticed 
that the death rate has been highest in thoao precincts iu which the 
poorer portion of onr people reside— the fourth, ninth, eighth, and 
eeventh. This fact bears out the statement made above that the in- 
creased mortality is due to the poor not having the proper nursing, etc., 
during illness. Annexed hereto is a chart showing the average of the 
barometer, thermometer, range of temperatiu-e, humidity, and rainfall, 
and the number of cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria for each of the 
past six years, from .July, 1891, to June, 1897, iuclnaive. 

It has not been proveu that the meteorological conditions exert a very 
great influence on the sjjread of diphtheria, although from observatiou 
it would seem as though it was rather more prevalent during damp, 
cold weather. 

The bacteriologicallaboratory for the examination of cultures from 
suspected cases of diphtheria has been more generally made use of by 
physicians, as is indicated by the fact that dnrmg this year 2,179 cul- 
tures have been examined against 1,022 reported on last year. Of thesii, 
942 were prunary for the purposes of diagnosis, and in only 420 of them 
were the Kelbs-Loetfler bacilli found. Apparently more iiit«rest in this 
method of diagnosis was manifested by the medical practitioners of the 
city. Of the 620 cases of diphtheria reported during the year, cultures 
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were taken in all but 179. It is interesting to record tbMt even with 
the imperfect system of disinfection now in use no cases of the dis- 
ease have occurred in a house after it has been disinfected. It is an 
imperfect system for the reason that tor the most part the work of dis- 
infection is done by the occupants of the infectM^ premises, and while 
instructions are given firom this department they can not always be 
depended ui>on to have them carried out fully. The work should be 
done by men employed by the health office and trained to do the work 
correctly. 

Sulphur as a disinfectant has been used very little during^ the past 
year, and only in cases of scarlatina. Where it has not been possible 
for the walls to be washekl doWti with the bichloride of mercury solution 
the rooms have been disinfected by formaldehyde gas. This depart- 
ment possesses 12 formaldehyde generators of tibe pattern design^ by 
Dr. J. J. Kinyoun, which are loaned to persons having use for them, 
with instructions as to their proper working. ' In some cases where we 
could not reasonably depend upon them to use these intelligently the 
rooms were disinfected by the office. 

Mattresses, pillows, etc., are disinfected by steam at the municipal 
plant free of expense to the owners of the goods. During the past 
year the following articles have been disinfected:

If these goods liad been disinfected at a private establishment it 
would have cost the department 82,256.50. The cost of maintaining the 
plant, however, including painting building and repairs, has amounted 
to only $800. 

There were several schoolhouses disinfected at various times during 
the j^ear, and during the Thanksgiving holidays all the public and most 
of the private schools were disinfected, with good results. 

Our ambulance for minor contagious diseases has been of good service 
since it went into operation last January. Since then by means of it 
several patients have been taken to the* hospital. This ambulance was 
built in the city, and is well adapted to the use for which it is intended. 
The body is set on a platform running gear strongly made. The axles 
fire I'i inches in front and Ih inches in the rear, the latter being (^ranked 
to aUow the body to set low. The height of tlie front wheels is 3 foet 1 
inch, and the rear wheels 3 feet 11 in<^hes. Tlie size of the front side 
and cross and the rear side and cross springs is the same, 3 feet 4 inches. 
The body is G feet H inches long, 3 feet O.J inch(»s wide, and 4 feet 9 
inches high, and is set 2 feet 4 inches above tlie ground. The body is 
paneled and i)ainted outside, and lined with zinc and painted inside, so 
as to be easily disinfected. In front there is a glass window back ot 
the driver, which can not be opened, while the rear is closed by double 
doors, the upper half of which is of ground glass. The interior is ven- 
tilated by means of three openings which can be opened and closed at 
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^lill, one on each side near the front, and one above the rear doors, 
rhe signs "Health Department" in front auil '■Amliutanoe" on the 
iides are removable. ITie vehicle is made for both pole and shafts and 
weighs abont 900 pounds. It is litted with a stretcher with removable 
bovcrs, and two seats that can be folded out of the way. 

TLi-ougb the courtesy of Sister Beatrice we have lieen able to secure 
b^aCmeut of patients at Providence Hospital who would not otherwise 
have been able to obtain proper nursiug, etc. With the two wards for 
Which appropriation was made at the last sf-asioii of Congress, we will 
be better able to cope with the disease and may look for a reduction in 
the death rate among the poor. 

; is AD interesting fact that of the 110 deaths from diphtheria, in 
16, or 15.4 per cent ()f them, the nature of the disease was only dis- 
covered after the death of the patients, when the medical sanitary 
insjtector obtained cnltures from the corpse. The causes of death given 
by the attending physician on the death certiUcates wore as follows:

In few, if any, of these cases were precautions taken as to the isola- 
tion of the patient or disinfection, so that it can be readily understood 
how difficult it i^ to control the disease. I have been able to trace several 
cases of diphtheria to some of these so called cases of membranons 
croai>. 

Si'arlatina. — During the year there has been but one death from sear- 
let fever, with a mortality in 160 cases of only 0.6 por cent. This is 
most remarkable, and is not equaled in any of the fifteen representa- 
tive cities shown in Table V. In those cities the death rate has varied 
from 8.0 per cent to 2.1 per cent, which is the nearest approach to our 
recent low mortality. 

The disease has been of an extremely mild character. Some of the 
cases presented an appearance so slightly resembling scarlatina that 
the diagnosis was almost doubted, but the tedious desquamation which 
followed proved conclusively its accuracy.

WORK IN THE CHEMICAL LABORATOB7. 

Sir: I have the lionor to submit tbe following report relative to the 
I work perfoinied iu the chemical laboratory for the fiscal year ending 
|jiine 30, 1807 : 

Daring the year 1 have made 588 analyses, as follows: 
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Creiui. 

Tiuctiire of iron chloride 
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Be«r 
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Water. — Considerable attention has been given to the examination of 
wat«r from the public and private wells, it being a well-recogiiized fact 
that impure water is one of tbe fundamental sources of disease. 

In all, 185 samples of water were examined, as follows: From public 
wells, 115; from private wells, 65, and of Potomac water, 6. 

As the result of these analyses, 13 of the pnblic wells were con- 
demned. 2 were reported as suspicious, while 2 others were recommended 
to be cleaned. Of the private wells, 10 were condemned, 9 were reported 
Baspicious, aud 4 were recommended to be cleaned. 

The percentages of impure waters would be li.7 for the public wells 
and 49.y for the private wells. 

This large excess in the percentage of impure waters from private over 
pnblic wells is due evidently to the limited depth of the former, and to 
the fact that they are not sufficiently protected from surface drainage. 

The analyses of these two classes of waters show a marked difference, 
the nitrogen in the form of free and albuminoid ammonia being almost 
entirely absent in the waters from the public wells, whereas in the waters 
from private wells it is in general the most prominent constituent, and 
is nsnally excessive. 

The inference to be drawn fmro this will be more clearly nnderstood 
when we consider the manner in which these various nitrogenous com- 
.ponnds are produced. 

In the examination of a sample of water we are accustomed to esti- 
mate rhe amount of nitrogen present existing in four distinct conditions, 
Bnd as the result of those estimations base our knowledge to a large

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Those conditionB would represent nitrogen in the fimn of fkee alj 
albuminoid ammonia^ and in the form of nitrites and nitratea. 

The nitrogen existing in the form of albuminoid ammonia represeBli| 
the presence of actnal nitrdgenons organic matter, while the other tatml 
represent the various stages of nitrification. ' 

It is unnecessarv to enter here into anv extended diaooaalon u ti 
how this nitriflcation is aecomplished other than to state that tiui 
process is brought about b^ a species of nitro organisms, and that ni 
general there are three distinct genera comprising, first, those orgsn^ 
isms which convert nitrogenous organic matter into ammonia or cu^ 
bonate of ammonia; secondly, those organisms which tranafimn car- 
bonate of ammonia into nitrous acid, and, lastly, those organismB whkk 
convert nitrous into nitric acid. 

Bach of th^se germs seems to be necessary to convert the organh 
nitrogenous matter into the form of nitric acid, which would represent 
practically the final state of oxidation, or the last step in the purifies- 1 
tion of a water. 

More important, however, is the flEict that these bacteria, which eoi- 
vert nitrogenous organic matter into ammonia or carbonate of ammoii]% 
are usually found in surface soils and in the air and rain water, and tiiat 
tiiey flounsh most abundantly at a temperatiire of from SS^ to OS^ F. 

At this point we might readily conclude that those waters oontainiiig 
considerable quantities of free and albuminoid ammonia were of aorihee 
origin were it not for the fact that waters of deep origin are liable to 
become polluted with albuminous matter, thus rendering Bouoh dk* 
crimination impossible. 

We must therefore take into consideration one other element whidi 
plays an important part in judging of the history of a water, namd|y, 
chlorine. 

This element is considerably increased by the presence of decomposed 
animal matter or human excreta, whereas growing vegetation has a 
tendeucy to remove it from its solution. 

The absence of any considerable quantity of this element, therefore, 
taken in (connection with considerable free and albuminoid ammonia 
would be a strong indication of surface water. 

Sulphur, likewise, is found to be a constituent of many forms of 
organic matter, which, in its partial oxidized state, gives rise to sul- 
pbureted hydrogen, and while this comiK)und is often formed from iron 
pyrites, by the action of water, yet the absence of any considerable 
quantity of iron compounds would strengthen the conviction that its 
origin was organic, and would lead us to the conclusion that waters of 
the nature indicated above were of surface origin and therefore liable 
at any moment to become polluted. 

It should be remembered, however, that the presence or absence in 
waters of these chemical elements has little to do in themselves with 
the sanitary condition of a water, and that more depends on a correct 
interpretation of an analysis than on the analysis itself. ]Many waters 
have been probably unjustly condemned simi)ly because the same were 
high in chlorine and nitrates, without considering whether these ele- 
ments were derived from an organic or mineral source. 

Waters which flow through lime regions are liable to become impreg- 
nated with nitrogen in the form of nitrites and nitrates, and yet the 
waters may be absolutely pure from a sanitary standpoint. Yet these 
elements are an index of the purity of a water, and when the inter- 
pretation is correctly based on the facts presented, then will the con- 
dition and origin of the water become known.

On the assumption that 3 per cent of fat is equivalent to 1'2 per cent of 
milk solids, it will be seen that practically one half of the total amount 
of solids is derived from the milk, the other half being due to added 
Bugar. ffo preservatives other than sugar were found. 

MiUc, — As previously stated, 244 samples of milk were examined 
daring the year, 75 of which were collected at the Baltimore and Ohio 
dei>ot, 62 at the Baltimore and Potomac depot, 75 collected about the 
city, and the remainder submitted by private parties. In general it 
might he stated that the condition and quality of the milk as furnished 
to the consumer has continued to improve, and that only two cases 
were met with where it was deemed expedient to take the parties into 
court for selling adulterated milk. 

Perhaps the greatest improvement noticed in this connection is in 
the condition of the dairies, and while there is still room for consider- 
able improvement^ yet the condition of the dairies to-day is far 8u[>erior 
to what they were two years ago, and we can not, therefore, but believe 
that further efforts in this directiou will result in great good to the 
I public generally. 

It is esi^ential, however, that there should be a law regulating the 
temi}erature at which milk shall be kept and sold. This is, in my opiu- 
ion, one of the most important considerations relating to this subject, 
and should receive early atteutioo, for while the m^ority of dairymeu 
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use ice for preserving their milk, aiid thus of necessity keep it at 
sufficiently low temperature, yet there are ijuite a number whn pnxlq 
and i^ll their milk without even depriving it of the animal heat. Tl 
can not but cause seriouti trouble to infant's, and should, therefore, 
prohibited. 

lu addition to the analyses set forth in the summary, I have tk 
inspected about GO dairies, which, togetlier with the examination of t 
ventilation iu the public schools, has constituted the year's work.

HBATINO AND VENTILATZNO OF CERTAIN SCHOOI. BITII.DINaK 

In couipliance with your instrnctious I have the hnuor tu snbiuit tin 
jbllowing special report relative t« tlie inve.stigation into the hei 
and ventilating of certain school baildings: 

For several years this subject has been receiving considerable a 
tion, it being generally recognized that in order to have a sonud e 
within a sound body it id essential thut the developing mind and bod 
should be surrounded by conditions favorable to their healthy $ 
and it is further recognized that the most important condition ei 
to this development is a generona supply of pure, fresh air. This t 
hardly needs demonstration, for it is well known that every human b«ii 
in order to live, must be constantly breathing, ami that iu the aeti 
breathing lie takes iu oxygen and throws out from the lungs not oi ' 
carbonic acid gas, but also organic matter. This organic matter Ci__ 
nists of epithelium, molecular, aud cellular matter, which, owin^ toi 
being saturated with moisture, is in a condition most ready to paired 

It is chielly owing to this organic matter in air which has J— "^^ 
breathed that injury arises, for while one conid not Uve in uu ati 
phere of cariiouic acid giis, one would experience little difficnlty in M 
atmosphere coutaining as small an amonnt of the gas as is usually Awl 
in crowded rooms, provided this organic matter was absent, for it j 
estimated that the air would have tn be vitiated to the extent of 
per cent of ciirbonic acid gas in order to destroy litfe, 

The ill effects produced, therefore, by breathed air must be due, 1! 
the most part, to the contained organic matter. 

The first requisite of the ach«}olroi»m, therefore, as above stated, is 
generous supply of fresh air, and the meaus by which this may Ii 
obtained at a proper temperature, without creating uuuecesaary an 
unpleasaut drafts, is the problem which is engagiug the attention ( 
sanitary oihcers aud engineers. 

A second re<]uisite, as an adjunct to the first, is a sufficient nmoQi 
of floor and cubic space, for the smaller the space allotted to each intb 
vidual the more rapid must be tlie change of air, which change, if t 
rapid, will necessarily cause unpleasant drafts. 

Iu addition to these considerations, we liave many otiier conditioU 
afi'ecting the health aud comfort of the individual which it is our po^ 
pose to consider at this time, basing our conclnslons ujmii the result O 
the investigations made, and trusting that hone.st criticism, where u 
sary, will assist us to a better knowledge of those conditions aud c 
for their betterment which lufiuence to a large extent the health ot > 
community. 
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Loeatitm of buildings, — The first subject that needs Gonsideratiou, iu 
Le disGUBSioQ of tlie sanitary condition of tbe public schools, is the 
cation of the buildings. Little need be said here concerning this sub- 
vt, except to euiiihasize the fa«t that proximity to manufactnriug 
itabliebmeiits, steam railroads, or any other coritoriition whose biisi- 
Bss requires prodactioii of noise, smoke, or the generation of odors, is 
» be avoide<l. 

The object to be obtained is cleanly and quiet environments, pure air, 
nd plenty of ground where the children may run and exercise their 
mgs during the time of intermission and which will permit the 
nilding to be properly lighted. 

8Ue of rooms. — Tiie size of the schoolrooms in the public school 
inildings of this District varies somewhat, although they are on an 
^erage about 11 feet high by 25 feet wide and from 32 to 35 feet in 
Bngth. They are planned to seat about 48 pupils, although the capacity 
f some of the rooms is greater. I have, therefore, estimated the seat- 
Dg capacity of tbe various rooms at 50 each, aud have based my esti- 
Datea of tbe door and cubic space per individual on that number. 

The best American and European authorities agree that there sbonid 
be not less than 250 cubic feet of space for each individual. Taking 
this figure, therefore, for our standard, we will note li'om the table that 
toxcept in two instances this figure is closely approximated in all the 
Kildinga examined, aud that where the cloakroom is included in the 
etimate, this figure is considerably exceeded. Consequently, so far as 
be cubic capacity of the rooms is conceined, it is fair to presume that 
hey meet the necessary requiiemeutn;. 

Heating and ventilation. — Heating and ventilation are closely allied 
to one another, aud are practically part of one aud the same process, 
Kscept where stoves or direct steam radiation is relied upon fur heating. 
The object to be attained must necessarily be the introduction of beat 
intBcieut to maintain a constant and proper temperature in the scbool- 
ooms, and to provide tor a aulUcient supiily of fresh air and the removal 
if the vitiated air. 

There aie practically three methods by which this may be aceom- 
|lUhed either in whole or in part. 
One ia by direct steam radiation, whirh. considering the subject of 
eat alone, is all that could be desired. The trouble here, however, lies 
It tbe fact that we get little or no ventilation, or only such as would be 
JBnsed by the escape of the heated air around the doors and windowa 
ind its consequent replacement by cooler air. 

, The second method ia by means of what is known as the direct-indirect 
lyBtem, which allows fresh air from the outside to flow around the radi- 
fators, thns insuring the delivery of pure heat«d air, and not such as 
|xnay have been breathed once or twice, as in the case uf direct radia- 
nsou. The trouble here, however, lies iu properly regulating the supply 
Epf air, for when the heat is reduced the supply of air is reduced also, 
rhile on other occasions, if the wind is in the direction toward the 
iolets, it is somewhat diflicult to beat the air, owing to the limited area 
^ beating aurfitce. 

I The third method, and probably tbe most satisfactory one of the 
iiree, is by what is known as the indirect system, iu which fiesh air 
torn the outside is allowed to flow around and thiough the furuace, or

So that at times it simply becomes a question as to the 
power of the two opposing elements, with the chances of a reversal of 
the current greatly strengthened after the flres in the famaoes have 
been allowed to go out and the main motive power thns removed. When, 
however, the wind is in the direction of the windows, then the velocity 
of the air entering the room is greatly increased, and the chances of » 
reversal of the current or of a backward draft are reduced to amlnimnm. 

In like manner the windows and doors also exert an influence on the 
euccessfnl working of this system, which will be better appreciated 
when we consider further the manner in which the air is r^noved from 
the rooms to the vent stack. 

By consulting Plan A it will be seen that in the Smead syBtein theie 
are two stacks, each of which is required to act as a ventUating shaft 
for fonr rooms, two on the first floor and two corresponding looma Imme- 
diately above on the second floor. The foul air on leaving the rooms 
passes undwneath the floors to the foul-air gathering 
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rfaeuc« it is drawn tbrongb the privy vaults or water-vlosets to the 
tack, ap whicU it miikes itn escape. 

It will he seeu also tliat the stacks are located at tlie iuitet' end of the 
ilosetK, whereas the foul-air chambers are placed under the cloakrooms 
lear the exterior wall of the buildiug, thus re(|uiring the air from rooms 
i aod O to travel a much greater distance to reach the foul-air cham- 
kers and staeks than from rooms A and I). Still further, the position of 
he floor beams under the floors in rooms A and I) form natural oban- 
lels for the ptiKsage of the air from most of the ventilators to the foul- 
ur chamber, whereas the air from rooms B and 0, passing under the 
loors iif A and D, finds its free passage retarded by the position of these 
warns, and can reach the fonl-air chamber only by a winding course, 
Irnt above and then between the beams. This passage of the air in a 
direction opposite these beams is made possible by the fact that the 
loor is laid on "furring," thus insuring a apace of an inch between the 
loor and the beams. It will thus be noted that the course is not only 
rinding in its nature, but that it is also at certain points very much 
red need in size. 

Such being the facts iu the case, the result must bo evident. Two 
B^ioiiiiiifi^ schoolroom doors stand open ; the one room with a short aud 
iirect course to the foal-air chamber, the other with a winding aud much 
miger course. How could it be otherwise than that the one should be 
ventilated at the expense of the other! Asa matter of fact, we will find 
tliat. such ventilation as it is. the one is ventilated through the other, 
there being less resistance for the air in B and C to pass out of the 
doors, across the hall, aud thi'oiigh the ventilators in rooms A and D 
to the foul air etiamber. 

We thus find a cuiTent of air established from one room to another 
'which increases the working jwwor of the ventilators in one room and 
diminishes it in the other. 

In fact, if the current from the one room to tbeother is strong enough, 
then we will find a tendency to draw the air through the ventilators 
into the room, whereas in case the current ia not strongenongh. there will 
ite merely a tendency to stagnation, no air passing in either direction 
through the ventilators iu those rooms farthest removed from the foul- 
air chamber. It is therefore evident that, in order to have this system 
work to the best advantage, there must be no connection between th& 
a4ioi»'i»g rooms. 

It would thus seem that all that would be necessary to do would be to 
close the door, in which case, there being no escape for the air in this 
direction, it would be forced to find an exit through the ventilators. 
This is, iu fact, exactly what happens, only the ventilators work so 
slowly that the air in those rooms soon becomes quite tbul, aud it seems 
necessary, therefore, that the door or windows must be opened. But 
then comes the danger of a reversal of the current, and^t matters little 
whether it t>e doors or windows that are opened, for in the latter case 
they merely act as a large ventilator for the room, which, in case the 
wind is in the right direction, establishes a current from the rooms 
through the windows, and thus cause a backward dralt through the 
ventilators by reason thereof. 

In case, however, the wind happens to be blowing in the direction of 
the windows, then, owing to the entrance of the air through the win- 
dows, the pressure of the air within the rooms becomes considerably 
increased, and the result is, the action of the ventilators is greatly 
stimulated. Unfortunately, however, in this case the cold air from the 
wiudows blowing over the heads of the children cause unpleasant 
1669 6 
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drafts^ which result in the windows being kept dosed under those oos- 
ditions. It would therefore seem that in order to avoid danger tte 
windows must be kept dosed at all times. 

So it will be seen that the doors and windows play an impartsnk 
part in the proper working of this system, not only in regard to ventils- 
tioUi but also in regard to heating; for where a current of air is estab- 
lished from one room to anotheri it will necessarily carry the heat wifli 
it; and this is made all the more possible from the fact that the regiB- 
ters are located near the doors. Consequently certain rooms are earily 
heated^ whilethe others are heated with difficulty, and it is only neces- 
sary to locate the position of the foul-air chambers to tell which rooms 
those are, for in all cases those rooms which are most remote ttom the 
foul-air chambers will be found the most difficult to heat. 

Care an the part of janitor b. — ^There is still another condition that will 
influence to a considerable extent the working of this system, and that 
is the care bestowed upon it by the janitor. Of course, the greater the 
fires in the furnace the greater will be the quantity of air supplied the 
rooms, and consequently the greater the amount of coal will there be 
to shovel. If, therefore, the janitor is inclined to be negligent, he has 
only to shut off a portion of the fi'esh-air supply and ftimish a higher 
degree of heat with a smaller quantity of nir to the rooms above, and 
save at the same time both coal and labor at the expense of ventilation. 

Regulation of the temperature, — ^The regulation of the temperature in 
the public schools is a subject of considerable importance, being neoes- 
sarily associated with the ventilation. It is important that the tempera- 
ture should approximate pretty closely 70o F., although a variation <rf 
one or two degrees either way might be allowed. In schools heated by 
direct steam radiation this temperature, with a little care, is easily 
maintained. 

In the more modem schools, where indirect heat is used, there is an 
arrangement to overcome the difficulty of temperature by simply turn- 
ing on or oit' the heat at the hot-air inlet. Two inlet flues are provided 
for each room, and a valve, called a mixing valve, is so arranged that 
when the hot air is shut off from the room cold air is turned on, and 
by regulating this valve any desired temperature may be obtained 
by allowing variable quantities of hot and cold air to flow together 
before entering the room. 

This arrangement, while a good one, requires constant care and atten- 
tion on the part of the teachers, much more than they should be required 
to give. Consequently, the heat is liable either to be turned on in full 
or entirely cut oft", and as a matter of fact in no instance do I remember 
to have found the regulator in an intermediate position. 

We find, also, with this system that these regulators not only regulate 
the rooms in which they are located, but that there is a tendency to 
regulate some <ff the other rooms also, which, according to my judg- 
ment, is one of the worst features of the system, for when the heated 
air is turned oft' from one room it increases the supply in another, and 
decreases the quantity of cold air. An automatic regulator would 
avoid this difficulty, and would sui)ply the rooms with lieat sufficient 
to maintain a cx)nstant temperature. 

It was noticed that in the inajority of schools a record was kept of 
the temperature,, taken at statccl intervals during the day. These fig- 
ures would, however, hardly represent an average temperature or a 
temperature at any point where the jmpils were seated, as the ther- 
mometer was usually located at some ]>oint along the wall. I should 
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therefore regard these ligrren as misleadinfr. or, at the best, as of little 
value as an indication of the degree of heat to which the pupils wert! 
subjected. 

I endeavored, as far as possible, to take the temperature at a point 
which I considered would represent the average temperature, and Lave 
prepared a table accordingly, from which it will be seen that tiie maxi- 
mnm and minimum temperatures are greatly in excess of what tliey 
should be in a great mauy instances. 
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a High -ind. 

Hot-air duet*. — Not only should the supply of fresh air to the fur- 
naces or steam coils of the indirect system be snflQcient, but the flues 
which lead from the heaters and the registers should be of ample size, 
otherwise there will be considerable inconvenience caused by the strong 
currents of hot air. 

In some of the schools this is to a certain estent avoided by the use 
of deflectors, while in others, as the Douglas and Greenleaf, the air is 

As at present constnicted, however, I think that the position of the 
register in these two cases is an error, as it results in a strong dralt of 
air just above the heads of the pupils. As an illustration of this, in 
one instance I placed the anemometer on the head of one of the pupils 

The velocity attained by the anemometer showed a current of air trav- 
eling at about the rate oi 60 feet per minute. As previously stated, 

tent from the pupils directly in front of the register, they cause incon- 
venience at the sides and along the aisles, besides being constantly in 
the way. The problem would tlierefore seem to be the introduction 
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While I may not have sufHcient kuowledge iu regard to the c<m8tnie- 
tiuu of buildJDgs to make an intelligent re»)uiuieiulii:tiou, yet, beinj; 
tborougbly convinced tliat the present method of intiodufing tlie IteaUd 
air is objectionable, not only ^oiu the in con v emeu ce caused, bat ai»> 
a« contributing to oolds and sickneba, I would at least suggest that 
theae currents might be avoided by largely increasing the Hize of the 
register and the upi>er [lortion of the duct. It is a well-ktiowu fact 
that when we wish to in<:reH8e the fbi-ce of a stream of water paMiii|> 
through a tube we do it by decreasing the size of the tube at the opeo- 
ing, while, on the other hand, we decrease the force by increasing the 
size of the opening. It apiiears, therefore, that were the register and 
upper portion of the duct extended the entire length of the r»om, the.^ 
objectionable currents could be avoide<l. Such an extension of the reg 
ister with washboard-like surface aud openings accordingly would alu) 
cause a more equal distribution of the heataudauuitbrui tempcmture, 

Fiiulair Jluet, — The area of these should be larger than tliiLt of ihe 
inlet, in order to iusure a proportional flow of the cooler air; thej 
should be properly located, should run as straight as possible, attd 
should be properly guarded. 

In some of the schools we tiud ventilators both at the top and botttim 
of the rooms; and while this system will undoubtedly ventilate tbe 
rooms; if properly cared for, yet, owing to the difficulty of always Lav- 
ing the upper ventilators in good working order, and owing to the 
constant care aud attention required to properly adjust them, this sys- 
tem has grown into disuse, and there was hardly an instanee iu which 
I did not find the upper ventilators closed and the cords for manipa- 
latiug the same rotted away. 

In the more motlern bnildings, particularly those of the Smead pat> 
tern, we tind the ventilators situated iu the side walls, near tlie flr "~ 
which seems to be the best plaie to locate theui, the only serious del 
being the character of the gratings, which are ma^Ie bo cural 
that they occupy fully one third of the entire opening. This ii 
nnnecessary, as their only function is to check the ventilation 

Dinpoital of txiirvta. — In ten of the schools examined the foul 
from the rooms is used for drying the fecal matter. The closets 
located iu tbe foul-air ducts, that lead &om the rooms down into 
hasenieut aud so on iutu the main vent shaft. There is, of course, 1 
communication between the closets and their contents and the school> 
rooms. The sole dependence of the system, therefore, lies iu a continit 
ous current of air from the rooms, through the closets, aud up the vei ' 
shaft. The natural flow must, of course, be in this direction, tl 
aspirating power of the vent shaft being depended upon to fumteh tl. 
motive power. If by any chance the Ore in the stack heater goes oatj 
then there is lialile t« be a reversal of the current. 

In only oue iustanie, however, did I find the tire out iu the 8tM)| 
beater, due evidently to carelessness on tlie part of the janitor, wl 
has since been removed. In general I found good fires in the atw. 
heaters, 80 that whatever defects were found in the system could hanU 
be attributed to this source. 

To my mind, the most serions defect seems to have been the attenpl 
to combine at all this system with that of heating aud ventilatin| 
systems which are diametrically opposed to each other aud whioE 
have no connection between them. For why should we be conatautlf; 
running the danger of a backward draught; and why should the teacli* 
ers and pupils be constantly blockwied behind closed dtwrs and win* 
dows when there is uo necessity; aud why should the atmosphere be

How often the reversal of the cnrrent from the I'losets to the achool- 
ms takes place 1 did not determine, although it was my intention 
lul yet my desire to make this investigation. 

So far as my present investigations have gone, I have failed to find 
kity evidence of a backward draught in the closets, although it is rea- 
iSOiiable to supirase that they do at times occur, for this fact has beuu 
demonstrated elsewhere, and 1 myself have found a reversal of the 
cnrrent through the ventilators in a number of rooms in the various 
scliool buildings. 

Th« Buliject of heating and ventilation is an important one and one 
which calls for considerable attention, for while it is possible to prop- 
erly ventilate a building from a theoretical standpoint, yet the practi- 
cal adaptation of the same demands the closest study and investigation. 
The work carried on in this line the past year should properly be con- 
sidered as preliminary, for while it was carried on with thoroughness 
and care as fur as it went, yet the very work itself disclosed so many 
other points for investigation that it would seem es^^eutial that the 
Tork should be continued another season. 

Character of Ike air currents. — I have designated the carreuts as posi- 
tive and negative, ac^.ordi tig tn the direction tjtken by them, classing 
fbose as positive which pass ft^m the room through the ventilators, 
while those passing through the ventilators into room are termed 
negative. 

As above stated, negative currents were found in several of the 
scbiiolrooms. For instance, in the Blake School, examined February2, 
first floor, northwest room, I found the total negative current, with the 
doors open, eipiivalent tw 843 cubic feet per minute, while with the doors 
Icdosed the positive current was erjual to only 344 cubic feet per minute. 
In the southeast rwmi I also found, under similar conditions, a negative 
current etpiivalent to '275,5 cubic feet per minute, while on the second 
floor, southeast room, I found a negative current of 9.>> cubic feet per 
minute from one ventilator, while the other showed no current in 'either 
direction. 

Likewise iu the Carberry, Arthur, Polk, Taylor, Tyler, and the Blake, 
on Uecember 18, I fonud negative currents in certain rooms when the 
doors were left open ; and while there was no indication that these cur- 
rents eame fi'om as far distant as the dncts in which the closets are 
located, yet the very fact that these negative currents exist is sufficient, 
in my opinion, to condemn the dry closet system. At the best they 
mutst represent an ingress of foul air, which, according to the inventor 
of the system, must be regiirdcd almost as dangerous aw the air from 
the fw-al matter, considering that it is thrown promiscuously into the 
atmosphere, 

1 have prepared a table, which is appended, showing the amount of 
air per minute for each individual passing through the ventilators in 
the diflerent moms of the diB'erent schools, and have also anangod the 
Ket of the Imildiugs in such order that the tlrst ten represent those 
rbuildings having the dry-clnset system. This table will show the results 
.both with doors closed and opened, the figures in bold-face tyjie repre- 
Lseutiug the negative currents. It will be found instructive from the 
foctthat, with one exception, all the negative currents occur in buildings 
baviug the dry-closet system, it will also be seen that, while these 
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negative eorreDts are ravened to the positive by doatiiff 
the aame time tiiey are very ilngglstL in those rooms fkrtlien 
from the foal-wr ohambera. 
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It may be here claimed, bowever, that eiuce tlie rufiuircd amount of 
fresli air enters the rooms the bulaiice of the foul air is driven out 
through the doors and windows. This statemeut appears reasonable, 
but the stifling oppressiveness experienced in those rooms is u strong 
argument against this explanation, and I have no doubt that further 
work in this line will clearly demonstrate that the foul air is not so 
repliiced. 

Owing to the influence exerte<i by one room over another in heating 
and ventilatiug, it is somewhat diflicult, while the school is in session, 
to accurately meajiure the air at the hot-air inlets. In addition thereto, 
we find various conditions of the currents themselves which aflect the 
accuracy of the measurement, such aa i>ositive and negative currents 
and dead areas. 

In order, therefore, to measure the amount of air entering the room 
from this source, it is necessary to extend the duct for a foot or two 
into the room, to overcome the influence of the right angle which the 
currents have to make in entering the room, and also the influence of 
the gmtings, which give rise to negative currents and dead areas, 
respectively. 

1 have, therefore, in general measured the air in the fresh-air cham- 
bers where these conditions do not exist, and have apportioned to each 
room one- fourth of the total amount, since each fresh-air chamber sup- 
plies four rooms. 

I have then divided this number by 60 in ortler to obtain the number 
of cubic feet of air allotted to each individual. 

The table which is appended will show the number of cubic feet of 
fresh air per individual per minute in the school buildings of this 
pattern. 

1 now desire to call your attention to one building examined which 
coiribines in part steam heat with the Smead system of dry closets, 
namely, the Henry School building. 

This building contains twelve schoolrooms, six of which, namely, the 
northeast and southwest, are connected by ducts with the closets and 
furnish the air for drying the excreta, while the other six are entirely 
cut off from any system of ventilation except snch as nature provides. 
Generally speaking, I am of tlie opinion that this is one of the poorest 
ventilated school buildings in the city. Certainly it is the poorest that 
I have thus far examined. Why there should have been an attempt to 
introduce this system here I am unable to understand, as the building 
was originally much better ventilated than many of the other old-style 
buildings, and the very introduction of the system seems to have neces- 
sitated the cutting off of six rooms from all means of getting rid of 
their foid air. 

Whatever may have been tlie merits of the dry-clo.'^et system in the 
other buildings, it certainly was a miatake to introduce it here; and not 
only a miatake, but a source of danger, an the odor from the fecal 
matter is at times perceptible through the building, and I can do no 
better, therefore, at the outset than to recommend its removal at the 
earliest opportunity. 

In addition to the fact that six rooms are entirely devoid of ventila- 
tioD, we find the other six but poorly ventilated, there being no supply of 
fresh air and only a partial removal of the foul air. To add to this dis- 
comfort, there being no inlet for fresh air to the furnaces foe combuetioQ 
pnrpoaes, their supply is at times drawn through and around the stack 
heater, )>olhtting the air with foul odors, which eventually And their 
way into the rooms above. 
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Another j)eculiiir fejiture of this system was noted in tbe Tyler Solwii 
building, wlticb is an exception t« the gi'ueral nile. but one wtiichji 
also easy of explanation. We find here tliat iu the four rooms uesiot 
the foul-air chamber the ventilators which are farthest removed t, 
the chamber give negative currents when the doora are closed. ' 
nse of a little oil of peppermint showed that these currents came f 
the adjacent I'ooins, and clearly demonstrated what has already I 
juinted out, namely, that the foul air will always take the i-otite whie 
offers the least resistance to its passage. 

Here we find the least resistance in passing out of the ventilators ii 
one room, back, through the ventilators in the adjacent room, aud tli" 
out of the ventilator again, wbii-h has a direct and unimpeded ooni 
to the fonl-air chamber. 

This further demooKtratos the necessity of having the tmil-air dut 
direct and as ehort as possible, while both theory and science tea 
us that iu order to produce like results the eruditions must be ti 
saute, and tliat it is folly to expect to ventihite two rooms alike wlu 
ducts are of unequal length and size and the motive ]mwer the same. 

What cnu ne exjiect under such circumstances but that one roer 
will be ventilated to the prejudice of the other! 

A glance at the table will show us that ttiis is so in every case wha 
these conditions esist, the relative proimrtion of air passing oat of tl 
Tentilators being de)>endetit upon the ([uantity of fresh air iotroduci 
into the rooms. 

This will be shown more clearly by an examination of those baildin| 
In which fans are operated. 

In the Douglass and Greenleaf school buildings it will be notdcfl 
that the amount of foul air leaving the rooms is considerably iocreaaai 
and also that the ratio of the ()uiiutitiea in the dill'ercnt rooms i 
decreased. This may be due in part to the improvement in the ctysU 
and tu the location of the foul air chambers, although I am of t 
opinion that it is due chiefly to the increased pressure of the air in t 
rooms caused by the fans. 

In these buildings with the tans in o]>eratian the ventilation seems 
to be ample, and there was none of that oppressiveness noticed Ju tb 
other buildings. Ho that I am of the opinion that with a more extends 
inlet for the hot air and some system of regulating the temperataul 
independent of the teacher that this system would meet all the r«qnir» 
meuts of beating and ventilation. 

1 might add, however. In addition, that in all the schools some mean 
should be adopted for increasing tiie supply of moisture. This coul 
be accomplished by having pans of water placed over the furnace^ 
with automatic connections to allow water to flow in to take the plao 
of that evaporated. This is an important consideration, and one whiol 
J would especially call your attention to. 

In the Morse, Brent, Twining, Blair, and the Cook school bnildingiB 
we flud a slightly difl'erent system, in that the closets are located in f" 
yard and the foul air is removed either by means of one or two v« 
tilators. The size of the registers are als<tof smaller ca])acity, ao ti 
botli the amount of fresh air supplied and foul air removed ixiosnfflcieti) 

There is the advantage, however, in these schools that there is iH 
reason why the windows can not t>e used to assist the ventilation, thi 
only requirement being (hat care slu>nld be exercised in opening tb 
windows on the proper side of the building and not on the side agaiofl 
which the wind is blowing, thus causingadraftof cold air to enter a * 
spread itself over the heails of the pupils. 

The remaining six schools are of llic old style, being heatetl either b 
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Bteatn or l>y a uombinaciou of Bteam and indirect lieat, with the excep- 
tion of the Ijovejoy School building, which is heated by atoves. 

TbeHe bailditigs must of course det>eiid largely upou the windowB 
and doors for their supply of fresh air, although all of them are sup- 
plied with upper and lower ventilators. The upper ventilators have, 
liowever. in all cases f'allou into general disuse, and I found them al) 
closed, and from their condition it was evident that they had not been 
ill use for some time. 

In the Peabody School, however, wc flud three I'ooms in use which 
are entirely devoid of ventilators. Two of these rooms were originally 
intended for teatrhers' rooms, while the third is a sort of makeshift 
located in the attic. The windows being located on one side of the 
room only prevents their use as ventilators a good part of the time, it 
being impoHBible to use them for that purpose when the wind is in their 
direction. 

If tliese rooms must, tlierefore, be used for school purposes, it is 
essential that some means be provided for ventilating them. 

In the Lovejoy School, as previously stated, stoves are used for heat- 
ing, with upper and lower ventilatorsfor removing the foul air. While 
tliiK system will do very well^nr rooms in which there are only a few 
ovcnpauta, modern science now rejects snch a system for schools. 
Moreover the stove itself acts as a consumer of oxygen, and while it 
i» constantly drawing in fresh air to replace that consumed the amount 
iR not hufticient to meet the requirements of a schoolroom. In addition 
thereto the nnecjual distribution of the heat is very objectionahle. 1 
regard it as unnecessary to dwell on this method of heating and ven- 
tilating, as it must be apparent to all that it is unsatisfactory and 
inadequate. 

Ill couclnsiou, therefore, it must be conceded that the best system 
of ventilating a building is by means of a fan, and although this method 
may be a little more expensive, yet this item should not be considered 
when we take into cousideration the health and comfort of the children. 

So far as the dry closets are concerned. 1 think it was a mistake that 
they were ever intiwluced, and Iwonld recommend their removal at the 
earliest opportunity. 

With this system of dry closets dis]Kit-ed of once for all, the way to 
abettor system of ventilation seems clear, and in the construction of 
new buildings but few additional changes would be necessary. 

Of course it is desirable that the foul-air ducts fi-om some of the 
rooms should be shortened, in order that the aspirating power of the 
vent shaft may affect all the rooms alike. 

In order to do this, it is necessary to change the location of the foul- 
air chamber and run dues direct to this from the different rooms. 

This has in part beeu done iu the Douglass and Greenleaf school 
l>uildingB, although I am of theopinion that the effort would be attended 
with greater success were the vent stacks located nearer the middle 
line of the building. If this can not be done, theu some method for 
forcing the air up the vent shaft should be atlopted, as well as some 
means for regulating the effect on the various rooms. This seems to 
me to be an important consideration, and one which calls for considera- 
ble study on the part of those engaged in the construction of school 
buildings from a sanitary standpoint. 

While therefore it is evident that there are defects in our present 
system of heating and ventilating school buildings, yet it should be 
remembered that the advance made iu the methods of such buildings 
as the Douglass and Greenleaf over such buildings as the Franklin, 
Sealon, Gales, etc., is most marked, and that great credit is due those 
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will) have giveu this subject and these buildings their attention, fori 
do not hesitate to state that the ventilation of tliesu baildiugs stancU is . 
aa great a coutraet to old-style balldings as daylight to darkuesB. 

Itwill thus be seen that rapid progreHs has been luadeiu thesubjeoti 
of heating and ventilation, and I have no doubt but that this progrreaB'j 
will continue aniil within a few years we shall have reached as nearft' 
state of perfection in heating and ventilating as it is possible to attain.

INVESTIGATION OF CERTAIN SAMPLES OP CANDY. 

I have the honor to submit the following siMMital report relative to I 
the investigation of certain Bamples of candy oll'ered fur sale: 1 

The general conception of a pure confection would allow of an adniis- I 
ture of saccharine matter with harmless coloring and Havoriug sub- 
stances, thus making them pleasing to the^taste and attractive to the eye; 
butwhen, on the other hand, such substances as kaolin or terra alba are 
incorporated for the purpose of inct'easing the weight, or when injuri- 
ous coloring matters are added to increase their brilliancy, then they 
can not be, regarded otherwise than as impure and detrimental to 
health, and the manufacturers of such pro<iucts deserve the severest 
censure. 

For the most part the samples of confections obtaine<l for analyses 
were those which I anticipated wonld most generally suit the tinaocee 
iind attract the eye of school children, being highly colored and of the 
cheaper grades. 

In all, 42 samples were examined, particular attention being paid to 
tlie coloring matter contained therein. 

Coloring matters are divided naturally into two classes, organic and 
inorganic, the former comprising the group of vegetable pigments, coak* J 
ineiil. and the coal tar colors, while the latter would embrace the metallitt 1 
compounds, principally the oxides and chromatea. * 

Before the introduction of these coal-tar colors the metallic pigments ' 
were used quit* extensively, this fact being well illustrated byHassall, 
in his work on food adulterations, who makes the following summary of 
the coloring matter found in samples of confectionery analyzed by him: 

Teliowsi 59 chromateof lead, 11 gamboge. 

Reds: 61 cochineal, 12 red lead, G bisulphnret of mercury. 

Browns: S ferruginous earth. i 

Purples: 2 nntwerp blue and cochineal. 

Blues; 1 indigo, 11 prussiau blue, 11 antwerp blue, 15 ultramarine. 

Greens: 10 brunswick green, 9 scheele's green, and 1 carbouateof 
copper. 

Such a combination could not but produce the most iiijurious efl'eo 
as the majority of them are poisonous in their nature. 

Since the introduction of the coal-tar colors, however, these compounds' 
are but little used, and in the entire number of samples examined bjf 
me not a trace of any mineral pigment was found. 

In this connection Dr. H. W. Wiley, in Food and Food Adniterauti 
Bulletin i;f. United States Department of Agriculture, states that — 

It huH beeu clainiwl tbat lead compoiiiiilH hiivn 
cially lead chromate. but ourinyentigntiotisluivi- 
DMil to aiiy very great extent hi thii couiilry. 
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We have, therefore, to deal practically with but three varieties of 
coiupouDds, those of direct vegetable origin, those derived from the 
cuix'us cacti, and the coal-tar colors. 

Inasmuch as it may be assumed that the vegetable pigments and 
'those derived from the coccus cacti are harmless iu their nature, we 
may, therefore, eliminate those two classes of compounds and turu our 
Btteution wholly to the coal-tar colors. For these colors it is claimed 
that many of them are harmless, aud as they have been used exten- 
Bively for several years without apparently producing any iujurious 
effects the statement is probably correct, although unfortunately our 
presen t knowledge oi' these compounds is so limited that we are unable 
la aver that what is true of some iu true of all, and, therefore, are 
nuable to determine where the liue shall be drawn. On account of 
heir brilliancy but little of the compounds are required to produce tlie 
detiired effect, which must Ite accepted as a factor in their favor, bat 
until it can be shown conclusively that these coloring matters are 
harmless, their use should bo restricted. 

For the purpose of classification the coal-tar colors are usually divided 
into a number of groups, each of which deals with those products 
obtained from the same constituent of tar. Thus we have (1) coloring 
matter. from benzene and toluene, (2) phenol coloring matters, (3) naph- 
thalene coloring matters, (i) anthnicene coloring matters. 

These groups are still further divided into classes having some gen- 
I eral characteristic; as, for instance, the analine dyes derived from the 
tirst group are those which contain nitrogenous bases or their com- 
pounds, while the phenol dyes are in general of an acid nature, due to 
the hydrosyl group or groups contaiued in them. Likewise, with the 
other groups we tind certain well-de&ned characteristics. Yet, since 
many of the coloring matters are compounded from the different groups, 
a study of any one particular compound of a class is of little value in 
determining the nature of the other colors derived from the same group 
or groups. 

Owing, theretbre, to the munerous compounds that may lie formed 
from the different groups, some of which are basic while others are 
cid in their nature, the separation and classification of the compound-s 
present s difficult task, and the work of classifying a coloring matter 
found in a sample of candy, in the light of our present knowledge, is 
oftentimes almost an impoNsibility. 

Among the coloring matters found by me in tlio samples examined 
were vegetable colors, cochineal, magenta, cosine, carmine, fluorescein, 
sufrnnine, lampblack, and a few fluorescent colors that could nut be 
identified. 

Of the above coal-tar colors safranine is the only one that has had 
injurious properties attributed to it, and these were probably due 
more to the arsenic used iu its preparation, aud which was probably not 
entirely removed, than to the compound itself. It is, therefore, proba- 
ble that, so far as the coloring matter in candy is concerned, we have 
little to fear that any dangerous efl'ects will follow its free consumption. 

In regard to the other constituents making up the bodyof the candy, 
1 found, among other things, cocoanut, ceratine, glucose, maltose, dex- 
trin, starch, gum, gelatin, parafiSu, grease, flour, egg albumen, clay, 
and licorice. Iu one instance 1 purchased ten sticks of candy for a 
penny, which product, on examination, turned out to be made up entirely 
of flour and sugar of milk. 

On another occasion I purchased some alleged chocolate drops which 
consisted of balls of flour coated with brown clay to represent chocolate, 
aud which contaiued just enough sugar to give them a sweetish taste. 
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In tvo instancea I found cocoaiint adulterated with ceraline. vhOt ' 
several of tlie sticks of candy were vuiited with paraffin to pr«TNi 
tbeir sticking, (lam drops tor 5 cents per i>ound were fouod to i^ 
tain lampblack, wltile several of the 1i(;lit fornix were made ny «i 
albumen, milk, aud sufrar. In general, however, it might be stated 
that the muterials employed in the manufacture of candy are not SQd 
an would be considered injurious to health, although it must beii 
ceded that Home of the substances used might well be dispensed vri 

To be sure, lampblack, ceralloe, and clay are not very desinibl> 
articles of food, but their occurrence in candy is comparatively rare, 
being usually found only on such occaaioim as when certain Onus mnkt 
special reductions on the price of their commodities for a certain dat 
and dBt«, But what can one expect tor 5 or JO cents per pound t If, 
therefore, the public demand such cheap stnit'. then they are in (lan 
respontiible for the character of the goods funiished, and any effort to 
prevent their mannfactnre and sale is rendered ineffectnal. 

Among the sampleo examined by me a« showing the nature of tb* 
goods selected might be mentioned cheap gom drops, C'0<»>itQnt balk 
chucolate-covert-d figures; various penny forms, Koch as Hsli, ears of 
com, shcllt), chocolate and cocoannt squares, various colored lozenges, 
various colored and assorted sticks of candy, licorice sticks, coli>reil 
marbles, chocolate drops, peanut balls and tally, colored popcorn, etc. 

As the result of this investigation, I am of the opinion that the candy 
found in this market is for tde most part composed of material whicb 
would nut be considered injurious to health, although I am also of tbe 
opinion that such substances as flour, starch, parafjin, greaae, etc., are 
not desirable in confections. 

I might add that while engaged in this examination I visited the 
principal wholesale candy houses and manufacturing establishmeute; 
that I vras impressed with the care and cleanliness exercised in the 
mauui'octure and handling at this commodity.

Since the passage of the law regalating the sale of milk in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, there has been a great change in the sanitary con- 
dition of the dairy farms of the District. 

The general condition of the cows has been improved, both as to 
flesh and cleanliness. Before the passage of the act hundreds of cowg 
were to be seen with manure honeycombed to them ; today a cow in 
this condition is hard to find. Consequently there is a change in the 
milk, the amount of sediment being reduced to a minimum. 

The change in air space has lessened the cause of many diseases. 
The separation from the herds of all cows with diseased adders, or 
other diseases which were liable to render the milk unwholesome, has 
placed on the market a milk which is of a better quality than was 
brought to this market previous to the enforcement of the dairy regu- 
lations. 

The milk supply of this city comes from Virginia, West Virginia, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, and the District of Columbia. In four States 
sending milk to this market, 510 farmers with 9,:il7 cows find a market 
for their prodn(!t; wliile in the District we have KM dairy farms with 
1,.S56 cows, making a total of 704 farmers engaged in the product of 
milk, using 10,07.'$ cows. 

In granting i)erniits to these people a system was adopted outside of 
the District of having the owner fill out a blank describing the prem- 
ises, with a ])ortion to be filled out by a veterinary surgeon, who should 
certify as to the health of the cow. We find that this system was a 
failure, as is shown by th(» fact that many thousands of cows were 
examined without finding a diseased one. For instance, there were only 
52 cows found unfit for dairy pur]>oses in tin* original inspection by 
veterinarians employed by the farnieis, out of 0,;)17; while one veteri- 
nary alone, in the examination of a few Inindred, found 45 out of the 52 
in 28 difl'erent herds, showing that diseas*' existed if it had been looked 
for. 

In 12 herds inspected by this oOiee outside of the District, 23 were 
found unfit, and in reinsi^eetion outside of the District, of 4 herds, 15 
were found unfit. In the District, out of 1!'4 farms inspected with 
1,350 cows, 52 were fcmnd unfit, and these were located on 37 difi'erent 
farms. As can be seen by this, if 1,35(> cows show 52 untit, 0,31 7 should 
show 305 as unfit, so it is fair to i)resume that if a careful inspection 
were made of all the dairy f^irms in and out of the District, that at least 
400 cows would be found totally unlit for daiiy j)urposes, and yet the 
milk from thCvSe cows is the food i)rodnct upon which we all depend for 
the feeding of our children.

The location of manure pile, which is very importimt, to 
see tliat it does not contaminate the water sujiply, or the odor from it 
tlie niiliv. 

Third. The water supply is examined into to see that it is not polluted. 
Fourth, The niilknij; utensils, the condition in which they are kept, 
tlie mode of cleaning, and the nietln>d of cooling and delivering. Two 
otiier considerations sitoiild be taken into consiiliTation : one is the con- 
dition of the person luindling the milk, the other is tlie condition of the 
■wagon used for delivering, 

No person should be allowed to handle milk who is himaelf nuclean, 
nor should a wapon be uaed which is used for varioiia other ])urpose8, 
8ucb as hauling manure, garbage, and brewers' grains. 

Many of nor farmers do nut seem to realize the inijiortance of suffi- 
cient air space, and it seems to me that this is due to the fact that they 
liHVe no kuowleilge of the amount of air required. By referring to 
Smith's Manual of Veterinary Hygiene we find a table prepared, which 
shows the amount of CO, contained per thousand, wjtb GOO cubic feet of 
air space, to be 5,03 per cent after the first hour ; amount of air neces- 
s.iry for first hour 14,400 cubic feet; amount necessary each hour after 
first hour 15,000 cubic feet. With 1,200 cabic feet of air space we find 
2.50 per cent of COa alter the first hour; amount of air necessary dur- 
ing the first hour 13,800 cnbicfeet; amount after first hour 15,(KM) cubic 
feet. This shows plainly why it is necessary to have a large air space 
and plenty of ventilation. 

Too much stress can not be put on the necessity of haviug a pure and 
plentiful water supply, and to do this it is absolutely necessary to see 
that the wells or springs arenot polluted with the drainage from privies 
or manure piles, so that the location of a well, from a geological point 
of view, is of paramount importance. Tt is a well-known fact that a 
-Vell may be located close to privies or manure piles and not l>e polluted, 
pmtthat is becanse the subsoil drainage is in an opposite direction. 
■ Often we have found that the well is located in the barnyard or at a 
point where the natural drainage from pri\'y, barnyard, etc., is directly 
to the well. lu these cases it is impossible to have pure water. Again, 
some of the dairy farms are located so that the water supply is too far 
from the dairy, and it is imi»ossible to have a plentiful supply. Under 
these conditions it is very hard to keep a place clean and in a good 
sanitary condition, hence the place is unfit for dairy purposes. 

The necessity of the ins]>ector examining and milking each cow can 
not be dwelt on too much, as we have found many cows being used for 
dairy purposes which were giving diseased milk, and the owners claimed 
no knowledge of the milk being bad until it was iiointed out by your 
inspector. 

The character of the feed is also important. We have found that 
brewers' grains form a large share of the food 8n]>plied to milch cows for 
the pnrpose of flushing the supply. When these are fresh and sweet 1 
do not think they do any harm, bat when rancid should be condemned 
for feeding pnrpiises, as tliey impart an unnatural flavor to pure milk. 
The nature of the pastures should also receive some attention, and 
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no cows should be alloweil to pasture ou uiATsbeH which are overfiovri 
by the Hewers of Washington, as it is a well-known fat-t tbat beretH 
be t'ouud the germs of almost all the diseases to whieb man is heir. 

Nothing but the best of feed should be allowed. Corn meal, bran,lur, 
and corn fodder shonid form the base of cow feed, with sacli ve|^taU» 
as beelii, carrots, and mangos. 

For the detection of bacteria, pus, and other foreign anbstanca 
ui^ually found in milk the microscope is needed, and only a person expert 
in tbat line wonid be of any service. In other words, a uiicroecopit 
laboratory is ueedetl in this connection. 

The inspection of slaughterhouses and the insiieotion of cattle befbn 
and alter slaughter have been given such attention as time would ptt- 
mit, and, from the inspections made, plainly show the necessity of hav- 
ing all meat placed on the market for human food iu»«pected at the 
time of slaughter. 

The class of cattle killed on this market compares very fsvorsbl; 
with that killed at the best slaughterhouses in the country. Among 
the young cattle we tind very few which are unlit for food, but when 
the old cows which have been used tor dairy puriwses are slaughtered, 
then a diflereiit aspect is presented, and it is safe tosay tliatoQe-fourtli 
of tbese have tuberculosis or other disease which renders the meat unlit 
for food. 

In the slaughtering of sheep we liiid tbat a very large percentage of 
those which come from the southern part of the country have caseous 
deposits in tlie intestines, liver, aud lungs which contain a worm named 
by Curtice CotumbiaMim oesophat/onUimu, and described by him. 

Id the bogs the principal disease found was that of verminous bron- 
chitis, and over 90 per cent of all the lungs from hogs killed show ttas 
pre«(euce of the parasite, while the intestines contain large numbers of 
long^ tlat worms {Ecliinorhynchu« gige»] with their Leads embedded in 
the intestinal walls. 

For the protection of the public a close inspection should be made ot 
all animals killed for humau food, and in all cases of contagioas durv 
eases the whole carcass shoidd be condemued. This c^u only be donti 
by having all Mluughteriitg done at a set place, and I would atroDj^ 
advise the establishing of a public abattoir and no meat allowed to te 
sold unless it bear the stamp oi' either the District inspector or thai 
Agricultural Department when coming from other station.s. Thiawoald- 
Insure to the consumers a pure food and no doubt lessen the perceutagfl 
of death from tliat much dreodeil disease, tuberculosis. The meftt 
from these animals having tuberculosis is being consumed every day, 
and this to my mind accounts for the large mortality among the poorer 
classes, who buy cheap meat when it is oll'ered for sale, 

The only excuse that can he offered for allowing diseased cattle to b*j 
sold in our markets is that after slaughter, when the meat is offered lOB> 
sale, it is a very difficult matter to detect that which is diseased; bat 
at time of slaughter there is no difficuliy offered, and a competent ve^_ 
erinarian could inspect a very large number of animals in a day if alt! 
were killed at one public abattoir. In young animals very few diseaseii. 
ones are found, not more than one in live hundred, while in cowk' 
which have been used for dairy purposes one-fourth show some lesionB* 
This class of animals are disposed of by dairymen at about the price (^ 
the skin, aud then become a matter of pi otit for a low class of bntohera^ 
who sell them for food to Innocent consuoiers. An order restricting ttiA 
killing and sale of cows which have been used for dairy purposes to oB4 
place, and only to be sold when the seal of the inspector is ou it, would* 
ill my opinion, stop the sale of this class of meat, ^ 
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I iDcIosv for your consideriition a nnmber of reaolutioDS which were 

I9»c<l by the United States Veterinary Medical Association at its last 

neetiii^. 

In conclusion, I wonld recommend that four additional veterinary 

lsnrgeoii» be employed by the District, under the health department, so 

■tlitit the consumers of milk and meats can be properly protected against 

Tiiseased products. 

I would also ask that the pay of this office be raise<l to $1,800 per 
^ear.

No coroner 'n jury shall receive any fe« or competiaatioD foe 
8 as Buch, and said coroner is hereby authorized and empowered to isBUG 
hia certificate to the auditor tor tha payment of BUch expenses as may be news- I 
may for tbe iutenueut of any person over whom he haa held an iuqneet and whow 
body is not claimed by frienns or relatives: Prnrided. That the amount of suci | 
exx«nE«B shall not exceed the sum of ten ilollars. He shall make a monthly report 
to the board of health of the number of Inijueats held by him during tbe month 
last past before said report, with a full deacnption, asfar as may be, of the ace and 
sex of persons, color and nationality, the cause aud mode of their deatli, ana sndi 
other particulars as may be neceseary to their identification, in cum of etrangen 
and unknown persons.

Sec. 1 (page,!). It is not lawful for butchers or other persons to keep beef cattle 
or other animals intended for slaughter within seventy-five feet of any dwelling 
house, without the consent of both tne occupant and owner of said dwelling; and it 
shall be the dut^ of tbe police officers to notifypersons so offending to immediately 
remoTfl such animals, and if the person or persons so notified shall refuse or n^Ieot

dently incloseil and secured so as to prevent injury to navigation.

WhereoB the Commissioners of the District of Coluiubia were authorised bjin 
act, approved March 2. 1»U.^, to make necessary regulations for the collectioo uid 
dispositiouof garbage in said District, and to annes thereto such penalties as wiU 
secure the enforcement thereof, the following regulations, to take eSect May 1, IJS^, 
are hereby promulgated for the gnidancu of all concerned. 

It is hereby ordered that: 

Section 1. The word garbage wherever it occnra in these regulations i 
held to mean the refnee of animal or vegetable matter which has been 
intended for food. 

Sec 3. Occnpants of dwelling hoases. proiirietors of boarding houses, conuoi^ 
sion warebonaes, hotels, restaurants and other places where garbage is accuuin- 
lated. and owners or occupants of a[>artmeut or tenement houses shall provide fur 
the nse of such premises a anfficient number of water-tight metal ret^eptacles lo 
contain all garbage which may accumulate on said premises dnring the usual 
interval between the collections of garbnge therefrom, and shall keep snch recep- 
taclesat all times water-tight and in good repair. Each such receptacle shall have 
atigbtcoverprovided with a handle. No person without a permit from the health 
officer shall use for the reception of garbage any receptacle having a capacity o{ 
less than three or more than ten gallons, nor more than one receptacle coatuiiiiiiK 
less than ten gallons. 

Sec. 3. Occupants of any dwelling honse. apartment or tenement house aadeacb 
proprietor of any boarding house, commission warehoose, hotel, restaurant saA 
Other place where garbage is accumulated shall cause all garbage from his or her 
premiseH to be put into the receptacle provided fur that purpose.

No cart or other vehicle ahaU De used for the collec- 
tion ot garbage except such as are water-tight and provided with tight-fitting 
covers and snch as have been approved by the health officer- 
Sec. ]<J. Any person violating any of the proviaions of theae regulations shall, 
on conviction thereof iu tho police court, m punished by a fine of not less than 
Vne nor more than fifty dolUirs for each and every offense, and in default of pay- 
ment of such fine, shall he imprisoned in the workhoose of the District of Colum- 
bia for not more than thirty d^ys.

liable to lUter uaneceeaarily the 'iniUity of such milk or milk producta. 

Sec. a. Every ^rson maintaining a dairy shall provide for the use thereof, and 
shall use, a snmcient nnmber of receptacles, made of uouabsorbent material, for ' 
the reception, storage and delivery of milk, and shall canee tliem to be kept cleaL i 
and wholesome at all timeti; and having delivered any ituch receptacle to a con- 
sumer shall not again use the same for the reception, storage or aelivery of milk 
or cream in any form until it lins been, to his i>frsoua! knowledge, projierly cleaned 
after sucli use.

No building shall be used for stabling cows for dairy purposes which ia 
not well lighted, ventilated, drained and constructed, or which is not provided 
with stalls or with proper stanchions for anchoring the cows so arranged aa to 
allow not less than tnree and one-half feet width of space for each milch cow; or 
which is not ]>rovided with good and sufficient facilities for feeding the anim^ 
in a cleanly manner; or whicli contains less than six hundred cubic feet clear 
space for each cow, unless the use of such building for stabling cows for dairy pur- 
poses has been authorized prior to the promulgation of these regulations, in which 
case it shall contain not less than five liuudred cubic feet clear air space for each 

Sec. 7. No room shall be used for stabling cows for dairy purposes which con- 
tains any water-closet, privy, cesspool, urinal or manure pit; nor shall any fowl, 
hog, horse, sheep or goat be kept in any room used therefor. 

Sec. 8. Every person using any premises for keeping cows for dairy pnrposee 
shall, when so directed by the health ofBcer, erect and maintain in the stable, stall, 
shed or yard connected therewith one or more proper receptacles for drinkii^ 
water for such cows, and shall keep the same supplied with clean, fresii water ana 
none other. 

Sec, 0. Every iwrson using any premises for keeping cows for dairy purposes 
shall keep the entire iiremises clean and in good rejtair. and the buildings well 
painted or whitewashed. 

Sec. 10. Evfiry person using any premises for keeping cows for dairy pnrpoeee 
shall cause the dung to be removed tTum the stables at least twice daily, and always 
within one hour preceding every milking of the cows; and shall not allow any 
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Bccnmnlation of dung within the biiildiug occupied by tbe cows, but nhall, when- 
ever iu the opinion of the heulth officer it is required by local conditions and aur- 
roundings, provide temporary storage for tlie same and for other refnse in a seurt- 
Tate place, which shall lie covered, and which, when so ordered by said heaJth 
officer, shall be a water-tight receptacle. 

Sec. 11. Every person keeping cows tor dairy purpoaes within the city of Wash- 
inKton or its more densely papnlat«d BubOrnA. or elsewhere lu tbe District ot 
CMumbla, if. in the opinion of tbe health officer. local couditione reqnire it, shall 
cause the incloenre in which ttnch cows are kept to be graded and drained so as to

Sec. 13. Any person using any premises for keeping cows for dairy purposes 
shall provide and nse a sufficient number of receptacles, of nonabsorbeut mate- 
rial, for the reception, storage and delivery of milk, and shall keep them clean 
and wholesome at al! times, and ut milking time shall remove each receptacle, as 
soon as filled, from the stable or room in which the cows are kept: nor ahall any 
milk or cream be stored or kept within any room used for stabhng cows or other 
domestic animals. 

Sec. 14. It shall l>e the duty of every person having charge or control of any 

remises upon which cows are kept to notify the health officer of the District uf 
Colambia of the existence of any contagious or infectious disease among such 
cows, by letter delivered or mailed, within tweuty-fonr honra after the discovery 
thereof, and to thoroughly isolate any cow or cows so diseased or which may 
reaEwnably be believed to be infected, and to exercise such other precautions as 
— ftv ba directed, in writing, by said health officer. 

Skc, 15. Milkers and those engaged in the handling of milk or cream shall 
maintain strict cleanliness of their hands and persons while milking or while so 
engaged. It shall be the dnty of efery person holding a permit to maintain a dairy 
or dairy farm to enforce this regulation in reference to snch persona as may assist 
tbem in the maintendnce thereof. 

Sec. 1G. That any person violating any of tbe forgoing regulations shall, on 
conviction thereof in the police conrt, be punished by a fine of not more tlian t>.-u 
dollars for each and every snch offense, to be collected as other fines and penalties 
are collected. 

Sec. 17. That the regulations for the government of dairies and dairy farms in 
tbe District of Columbia, promulgated June 241, IMH.l, are hereby repealed.
